IN THE DAYS OF TOM SAYERS. 


Labouchere’s Description of Scenes at a 
Prise Fight Thirty Years Ago. 

Among my many sins I have attended 
a NMI fight, and for the outpour of 
rank blasphemy and reckless black- 
guardism it ran an execution at New- 
gate or Horsemonger Lane jail very 
close. The police were dead against 
prize fights, which were excuses for a 
gigantic form of extortion. Twornffians 
of the lowest class contracted to batter 
one another about in order to extract the 
guineas from the swells, the toffs and 
the supporters of the noble art of self 
defense. A programme had to be se- 
cretly arranged, a special train had to 
be secured for the army of men, the 
swells about town and the scum of the 
metropolis, who lived upon the excite- 
ment or the pelf of prize fighta There 
was a certain official countenance to 
these illegal ‘‘mills"" The editor of | 
Bell’s Life in London oonstituted him- 
self the arbiter on these occasions. This 
was the organ of the prizefighter. The 
editor received the stakes depositei, | 
acted as referee and afterward described | 
the fights in a jargon delightfully humor- 
ous. Tappiug the claret. One in the 
bread basket. A rouser on the oonk, 
were all phrases invented by the editors 
of Bell's Life. 

The night before it was necessary to 
go to a sporting pub to get the office“ 
and to receive for a valuable considera- 
tion the special railway ticket. The 
vigil of the fight was usually spent in 
the wild west, for in those days there 
was no closing hour. Restaurants and 
public houses could keep open as long 
as they liked. Races were ran in the 
Haymarket at 3 o'clock in the morning, 
and about 4 ur 5 the ‘‘swells,”’ all in 
evening dress, would assemble at the 
railway station, each one in charge of a 
specially appointed protector. 

The scene at the railway station was 
indescribable. The officials made them- 
selves scarce, and the station was hand- 
ed over to mob law. On the platform 
the pockét of every unprotected man or 
youth was emptied, and when the train 
started amid a chorus of obscenity and 
blasphemy no one knew the destination. 
It might be a deserted chalk pit, or an 
old quarry, or a lonely wood, or a river 
marsh. Suddenly the train would stop, 
and away went the excursionists tramp- 
ing over field and meadow.

_According as they were raised and 
carried forward, planted in the ground 
or turned toward the rear, in obedience 
to the sounds of the horns of the ‘‘cor- 
nicines, the army broke up its camp 
and marched or retreated and halted. 
In the camp the standards were planted 
before the general's tent, where their 
presence sanctified the spot as though it 
were atemple and rendered it a safe de- 
pository for the booty collected by the 
legion. It was to the standards the sol- 
diers swore allegiance, and the first 
step of a pretender who sought to be- 
come emperor was to seize the stand- 
ards, as he thereby secured the fidelity 
of the legion.

would be little to be said against bull 
fighting on the score of crnelty. 

As to the current sneers at the cow- 
ardice of the bullfighters, they are the 
outcome of sheer ignorance. One has 
but to witness the entry into the ring 
of a fresh caught Andalusian bull twice 
the size and weight of a lion, fully as 
fierce and almost as active to under- 
stand that every man in the ring carrics 
his life in his hand, and that a momen- 
tary loss of nerve, of judgment or of 
footing will probably mean instant 
death. 

That terrible fighting ‘‘spear’’—a 
Spaniard never talks of a bull’s ‘‘horn’’ 
any more than an Englishman of a fox’s 
**tail’’—would make short work-of any 
man who had not devoted the flower of 
his age to the study of the most peril- 
ous of all forms of sport. Those who 
have seen such daring and accomplished 
toreros as Lagartijo or Frascuelo take 
the cloak from the hand of a subordi- 
nate and play with the infuriated beast 
asa child might with a kitten, know- 
ing all the time that the slightest mis- 
take would be fatal, cannot, if they 
speak the truth, refuse to admit that the 
combination of skill and courage is un- 
paralleled. The perils of the plaza re- 
deem the sport from_the charge of cow- 
ardice, though not. as itis at present 
condncted, from that of cruelty. —Lon- 
don Graphic.

The Sioux queen's husband is 
Charles P. Jordan, brother of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Jordan, United States ar- 
my, a cousin of General Custer and one 
of the most tried representatives of the 
government in the Indian country. He 
bears the honor of being the only white 
man who was ever elected a member of 
the Sioux couucil. In their days of pow- 
er, before hardly a singlo white fuco had 
been seen west of the Missouri river, 
the Dakotas (Sionx) were one nation, 
ruled by one chicf. The last of this au- 
tocratic dynasty was Old Smoke, who 
died in 1859 after secing his people 
pushed westward and his power curtail- 
ed. Although the husband of more than 
one squaw, h» left but one child, a tiny 
girl, who could hardly coo when Old 
Smoke got ready to float upward to the 
happy bunting grounds). When dying, 
he took her in his arms and named her 
The Beautiful Woman, and so she has 
since been known.

THE SLEEPWALKER. 
THERE ARE SAID TO BE FOUR KINDS 
OF SOMNAMBULISM, 


Stories of Curious Things Done by Those 
Addicted to the Habit—The Boy Who 
Went Fishing—Casea of Sleepwalking 
Which Had Fatal Result. 


According to scientists, there are four 
kinds of somnambulism: 

Those who talk while sleeping, but 
do not walk or otherwise act. 

Those who walk or otherwise act while 
sleeping, but do not talk. 

Those who both act and talk while 
sleeping. 

Those who act and talk and have the 
senses of touch, sight and hearing, and 
it is alleged, in some instances, the 
senses of taste and smell. 

This fourth kind is never found ex- 
sept when induced by mesmeric or hyp- 
notic influences. 

It is of the third kind that there are 
most queer developments, independent 
of voluntary external influences. Often 
the somnambulist will rise in the night 
and walk through the various rooms of 
the house, go out on porticos, and, in 
some cases, on steep roofs, where he 
would not dare go when awake. Fre- 
quently he will leave the house and 
walk through street or field and will 
return and go to bed without knowl- 
edge of anything having transpired. 
The celebrated. French physician, Bern- 
heim, tells, in his work on Suggesti ve 
Therapeutics, of a photographer of his 
acquaintance who rose in the night and 
finished the work on which he had been 
engaged during the previous day and 
was astonished on finding it finishel 
when ho went to work on the following 
morning. Painters have been known 
to do superior work while asleep, and 
essays have been written aud poems 
composed in the same way. 

A young countryman related an inci- 
dent occurring in his own family. His 
brother was a sleepwalker and also fond 
of fishing. For a number of nights in 
succession he would get up and godown 
through a long meadow to a creek and 
seize the root of a walnut tree growing 
on the bank and pull and tug with all 
his might and at the same time calling 
for the hired man to help him land a 
big fish. I had heard, said his broth- 
er, that it would break a sleepwalker 
of the habit to wake him suddenly when 
he was out rambling abont, and I de- 
cided to try its efficacy on my brother. 
One night I followed him when he left 
the house. As I passed by the woodyard 
I picked up the ax, and when we got to 
the creek and he began tugging at his 
imaginary fish I cut the root and let 
him fall backward into about two feet 
of not very warm water. He came outa 
badly disorganized and somewhat fright- 
ened boy. I have never heard of him 
going fishing or otherwise walking in 
his sleep since his ducking.’’ 

Sometimes sleepwalkers go over places 
where they would not dare go when 
awake, and the fact that such things are 
frequently done with safety has led 
many to believe that they never hurt 
themselves. Ordinarily that may be 
true, but there is at least one authentio 
record of one death resulting in that 
way. Thesleepwalker walked off a high 
portico and died from the fall 

One of the most singular and at the 
same time sad cases of sleepwalking oc- 
curred near Bakersville, N. C., a few 
years ago. A young man of the name 
of Garland had been a sleepwalker from 
childhood. His ramblings had always 
ended without harm to himself or others, 
and for that reason his wife usually 
paid little attention to his nocturnal ec- 
centricities. But a new phase presented 
itself when he began tostay away longer 
at a time and always return ‘‘wringing 
wet, as the washerwomen say. His 
wife determined to follow him and ex- 
plore the mystery. When he left his 
house, he followed the road to Tow riv- 
er and then took a rough, narrow pig 
trail leading up the river. 

He picked his way throngh the tan 
gled hemlock and laurel and over stones 
and fallen trees and along the summits 
of precipitous cliffs. His wife kept in 
sight by means of the moonlight waver- 
ing through the trees. For more than a 
mile the sleeper trudged on until he 
came toa large poplar tree which had 
fallen with its topmost limbs far out in 
the river. He walked the log till he 
came to a large limb extending from it 
over the water; then he got down and 
began crawling out on the limb The 
now thoroughly frightened wife scream- 
ed and called to him to wake’ up and 
come back. He was awakened by the 
cries, and, doubtless startled and con- 
fused by the situation, fell into the river 
aud was drowned. He had been getting 
up in his sleep, going up the river, 
crawling ont on that limb, jumping 
from there into the river, swimming to 
the bank and returning home uncon- 
scions of anything that passed. 

These facts aro well known to a num- 
ber of people now in Washington.— 
Washington Star.

I have seen a full grown hare snatched 
up into the air limp and dead after 
such a performance and borne away 
dangling in a grip of fate 

An expert trapeze man does many 
wonderful things, but his extremest 
cleverness cannot equal that of a hawk 
which I saw dart under a flying king- 
fisher, turn back downward and catch 
the bird in the breast. s 

Hawks, however, are not more expert 
than kingfishers themselves. Tho belted 
halcyon makes an unerring missile of 
himself when he sees a minnow shining 
in a pool of the brook, and from 50 
feet distance goes, like a blue flash, to 
the. silvery point. Chuck! Up leap a 
thousand shining drops and fall around 
like rain, while that animated and 
winged fish spear comes forth from its 
plunge with the minnow safely held 
Well may Halcyon giggle a rancous, 
clattering strain of joy. He has done 
what no man of us can learn to do. 

The drowsy looking little pewee fly- 
catcher of our woods does almost impos- 
sille feats of agility in taking on the 
wing some species of dancing insects. 1 
have seen oue of these birds turn three 
or four complete soniersaults in the air 
before finally he caught his gnat, which, 
like Galatea in the idyl, skipped hither 
and yon and up and down after the 
manner of a hari of dry thistle down. 
A kinsman of the pewce, the tyrant fly- 
catcher, shows how a light and plucky 
tilter in the fields of air can outdo his 
most savage foe, by dint of superior 
cleverness, at lofty tumbling. Many a 
time have l seen him bobbing up and 
down above a worried and disheveled 
hawk so high in the air that he looked 
like. a bee harassing the wide winged 
thing, mounting and hurrying through 
the hyacinth spaces of a summer sky. 

Our black capped titmouse is inimita- 
ble as a trapeze performer when he gets 
good hold of atwig’send. He can swing 
head dowuward, sidewise, curved till 
beak and tail touch, swing by one foot, 
and the wind may blow as hard as it 
can, he never loses his grip. No wonder 
Emerson loved him for his plnck snd 
nerve. Some years ago it created a stir 
in old London when an athlete climbed 
to a tempie’s arch and hung head down- 
ward from a beam, but what is a feat 
like that when compared with what you 
may see any June morning when a tit- 
mouse hangs by one claw to the topmost 
leaf of some tall forest tree and the 
wind blowing boisterously? 

Have you never seen two cock blue 
jays fighting in midair? There is a joust 
of brilliance. They whirl over and over 
so fast that they look like a blur of 
amethyst smoke, shot with gleams of 
white fire, and how their wings clash 
and their bills clack! 

The mocking bird, greatest of all the 
wildwood singers, has his own way of 
showing off his athletic nimbleness and 
grace. He somersaults backward in the 
midst of a staccato strain and never 
loses a note.

RIPE AND UNRIPE BANANAS. 


Those Allowed to Ripen on Tree Are Not 
the Best Flavored. 

Whetier for shipment or for home 
CW tazuj,4i%11 the banana is cnt as soon 
as it is “‘full’’—that is, when it has 
reached its adult form and size, but is 
still quite green. The plant is cut off 
by a single blow of a machete wielded 
by a powerful arm. As it falls the 
bunch is caught, lopped off and laid 
aside, while the harvester goes on to 
the next bunch. It is a popular supposi- 
tion that bananas ripened on the tree” 
are incomparably superior to those cut 
green. But, as a matter of fact, one 
never eats them thus ripened in Jamai- 
ca. They are said to be not so good. At 
all events, one finds no better fruit in 
texture and flavor than the Vt ot our 
own markets But every lover of this 
fronit knows that its quality varies ex- 
traordinarily as it is offered to us. This 
is due partly to the different sources 
from which it comes. 

The best that is brought to us comes 
from Jamaica. It is also due still more 
to the condition, of the fruit when cut. 
Bananas which are perfectly full will 
ripen mellow and delicious, but those 
cut when immature, as too many are, 
will turn yellow, yet never truly ripen, 
retaining always their hard texture and 
unripe taste. In Jamaica, as elsewhere, 
the competition of buyers leads the un- 
scrupulous ones to accept frnit of any 
sort, even when totally unfit, and this 
sort of compctition makes all the more 
unavailing the efforts of honest buyers 
to raise the standard and to teach the 
people to withhold their fruit until it 
is properly developed. Americans can 
give more moral support to these efforts 
by accepting only such’ fruit as is ma- 
ture at any price. A little pains will 
soon enable one to distinguish good 
from poor fruit, though it is difficult to 
give a general statement of the distinc- 
tive differences. But, as a rule, it will 
be found that bananas which are lar- 
gest, deepest yellow and least angular 
are the most mature and best.—Popu- 
lar Science Monthly.

Many facts, such as evidengag .

myths, as well as the vast- extension of 
a great lake in the far west of America, 
whose level was 1,000 feet above ‘that 
of the Salt lake, go to prove that floods 
accompanied the retreat of the glaciers. 
Countries in warmer latitudes—for ex- 
ample, the Sahara—were converted into 
seas 8 swanips or were locally flood- 
ed. lated lands kept clear of the in- 
undation—for instance, Egypt—but we 
may remind Herr Hennig that, accord- 
ing to Herodotus, Egypt was formerly 
in great part a marsh. 

It is curious to note, in connection 
with the glacial theory, that an old 
Aryan tradition tells of the Aryaus““ 
having been driven from their original 
seat by the country becoming colder and 
the winter longer. The German flood 
saga tells that ‘‘the floods of the north 
came far from their home and were 
turned into ice, and the ice stood still, 
and the mist which hung over it froze.’’ 
The sun warmed the drops, however, 
and Ymir of Hrimthursen, the frost 
giant in the form of a man, was born. 
Bors killed the giant, and in his blood 
drowned the race of Hrimthursgn ex- 
cept Bergelmir, who, in a boat, saved 
himself and wife, and from them sprang 
the new race of Hrimthursen.— London 
Globe.

Would Not Sign a Tariff Bill Where 
the “Livery of Democratic Re- 
form Was Stolen and Worn 
in the Service of Repub- 
lican Protection.” 


Executive Mansion. Washington, 
August 27, 1894. 

Hon. T. C. Carcuincs.—My Dear Sir— 

Since the conversation I had with you 
and Mr. Clarke, of Alabama, a few days 
ago, in regard to my action upon the 
Tariff bill now before me, I have given 
the subject further and most serious con- 
sideration. The resultis I am more 
settled than ever in the determination to 
let it become a law without my signa- 
ture. : 
When the formation of legislation 
which it was hoped would imbody dem- 
Ocratic ideas of tariff reform was lately 
entered upon by the Congress, nothing 
was farther from my anticipation than a 
result which I could not promptly and 
enthusiastically indorse. 

It is therefore with a feeling of the ut- 
most disappointment that I submit toa 


denial of this privilege. 


I do not claim to be better than the 
masses of my party, nor do I wish to a- 
void any responsibility which, on ac- 
count of the passage of this law, I ouzht 
to bear asa member of the democratic 
organization. Neither will I permit my- | 
self to be separated from my party to 
such an e€tend as might be implied by 
my veto of tariff legislation which,thongh 


` disappointing, is still chargeable to 


democratic effort. But there are provis- 
ions in this bill which are not in line 
with honest tariff reform, and it contains 
inconsistencies andj dities which 
n tariff laws or laws 
nd. Besides, there were, as you 
— Wo, incidents accompany- 
ingithe passage of the bill through the 
Congress which made every sincere tar- 


of any 


`- iff reformer unbsppy, while influences 


surrounded it in its latter stages and in- 
_terfered with its final construction which 
ought not to be recognized or tolerated 
in democratic tariff reform councils. 
And yet, notwithstanding all its vicis- 
situdes and all the bad treatment it re- 
ceived at the hands of pretended friends 
it presents a vast improvement to exist- 
ing conditions. It will certainly lighten 
many tariff burdens that now rest heav- 
ily upon the people. It isnot only a 
barrier against the return of mad pro- 
tection, but it ſurnishes a vantage ground 
from which must be waged further ag- 
gressive operations against protected 
monopoly and government favoritism. 
I take my place with the rank and file 
of the democratic party who believe in. 
tariff reform and who know what it is 
who refuse to accept the results embod- 
jed in this bill as the close of the war, 
who are not blinded to the fact that the 
livery pf democratic tariff reform has 
been stolen and worn in the service 
of republican protection and who bave 
marked the places where the deadly 
blight of-treason has blasted the coun- 
sels of the braye in their hour of might. 

The trusts and combinations—the 
communism of pelf—whose machins- 
tions have prevented us from reaching 
the success we deseryed should not be 
forgotton or forgiven. We shall recover 
from our astonishment at their exhibi- 
tion of power. and if then the question 
is ſorced upon us whether they shall 
submit to the free legislative will of the 
people's representatives or shall dictate 
the laws which the people must obey we 
will accept and settle that issne as one 
involving the integrity and safety of 
American institutions. 

I love the principles of true democra- 
cy because they are founded in patriot- 
ism and upon justice and fairness to- 
ward all interests. I am proud of my 
party organization because it is conser- 
vatively sturdy and persistent in the en- 
forcements of its principles. Therefore 
I do not despair ofthe efforts made by 
the House of representatives to supple- 
ment the bill slready passed by further 
legislation and to have engrafted upon it 
such modifications as will more nearly 
meet domocratic hopes and aspirations. 

I cannot be mistaken as to the neves- 
sities of free raw materials as the founda- 
tion of logical and sensible tariff reform.

I am sure that there is a common 
habit of underestimate the importance 
of. free raw materials in tariff legislation 
and of regarding them as only related 
to concessions to be made to our mana- 
facturers. The truth is their influence 
is S0 far reaching that is disregarded a 
complete and beneficient scheme of tar- 
iffcannot be successfully inaugurated. 

When we give to our menufactu 
free raw materials we unshackle Ameri- 
can enterprise and ingenuity, and these 
will open the doors of foreign markets to 
the reception of our wares and give op- 
portunity for the continuous and remu- 
nerative employment of American labor. 

With materials chespened by their 


freedom from tariff charges the cost of 
their product must be correspondingly 
cheapened. Thereupon justice and fair- 
ness to the consumer would demand 
that the manufacturers be obliged to 
submit to such a readjustment and mod- 
ification of the tariff upon their finished 
goods ga. would secure to the people the 
benefit of the reduced cost of their man- 
afecture and shield the consumer against 
the exaction of inordinate profits. 

It will thus be seen that free raw ma- 
terials and a just and fearless regulation 
and redcction of the tariff to meet the 
changed conditions would carry to every 
humble home in the land the blessings 
of increased comfort and cheaper living. 

The millions of our countrymen who 
have fought bravely and well for tariff 
reform should be exhorted to continue 
thestruggle, boldly challenged to open 
warfare and constant guarding against 
the treachery and half heartedness in 
their camp. X 

Tariff reform will not be settled until 
it is honestly and fairly settled in the in- 
terest and to the benefit of a patient and 
long suffering people.

Washington, Ang. 28.—The last day of 
the second season of the Fifty-third Con- 
gress was attended by just a score of Sen- 
ators, but by throngs of persons who 
packed the galleries to their fullest ca- 
pacity. Most of those who were in the 
galleries wers ladies: There were aleo 
very many visiting Knights of Pyttiias. 

A message was receiyed from the House 
immediately after the reading of yester- 
day's journal, and then Mr. Ransom of- 
fered the customary resolutoin for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of the Senate 
te act with a similar committee from the 
House to wait upon the President and 
inform him that unless he had some fur- 
ther communication to make the two 
houses were ready to adjourn. 

The resolution was agreed to,and the 
Vice-President appointed Mr. Ransom 
and Mr. Manderson a committee on the 
part ofthe Senate. 

No other business of any importance 
was transacted, and at 12.15 P. M. a re- 
cess was taken util 12.45 o'clock. 

At 12.45 p. m. the Vice-President reas- 
cended his dais and declared that the 
Senate was again insession. A message 
was received from the House announcing 
the death of Representative Geo. B. 
Shaw, of Wisconsin. 

In the absence of the two Wisconsin 
Senators, Mr. White offered the custom- 
ary resolutions; the Vice-President ap- 
pointed Senators Mitchell, of Wisconsin 
Cullum, Davis, Roach and Kayle to attend 
the funeral. At 12.55 à further recess 
was taken until 1.30 p. m. 

THANKS TO THE PRESIDING OFFICEES” 


At 1.30 P. M., the recess having expir- 
ed, the Vice-President again called the 
Senate to order, and after waiting silent- 
ly fora few minutes Mr. Ransom and 
Mr. Manderson appeared at tha’ door of 
Senate, and the former announced that 
the committee appointed by the Senate 
and House to wait upon the President 
had discharged their duty and that the 
President announced that he had no far- 
ther communication to make to Congress, 
To following resolution was then of- 
fered by Mr. Quay and unanimously 
agreed to, 

“Resolved, That the thanks of the Sen- 
ate are hereby tendered to Hon. Adlai 
E. Stevenson, Vice-President of the Unit- 
ed States, for the ability, courtesy, digni- 
ty and impartiality with which he has 
presided over its deliberations during 
the present Congress”. 

A similar vote of thanks to Senator 
Isham G. Harris, of Tennessee, Presi- 
dent pro tem. of the Senate, was offered 
by Mr. Manderson(republican, of Nebras- 
ka) and unanimously agreed: to, and at 
1.30 o’clock a recess was taken until ten 
minutes before two. = 


VICE PRESIDENT STEVENSON’S SPEECH. 


At 2 o'clock Vice-President Stevenson 
arose and said: The hour fixed by the 
joint resolation for the adjournment of 
Congress has arrived. Before making 
the formal announcement I cannot for- 
beargiying expression of my grateful 
appreciation of the resolution personal 
to myself just adopted by the Senate. 
For this manifestation of your confi- 
dence,as well as for the uniform courtesy 
official and personal extended me I feel 
profoundly graceful. and now, wishing 
each of you a safe return to home and 
constituents, I declare the Senate ad- 
journ without day”. 

IX THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 


In accordance with the. usual custom 
Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia, offered 
a resolution, which was adopted without 
division, for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of three members of the House 
to meet a similar committee ofthe Senate 
and wait upon the President and inform 
him that Congress was ready to adjourn 
‘and ascertain if he had any farther com- 
munication to make. The Speaker ap- 
pointed Messrs. Wilson, Holman and 
Hepburn. 

The committee appointed to wait up- 
on the President, consisting of Messrs. 
Wilson, Holman and Hepburn, then re- 
ported that the President had no further 
communication to make to Congress. 

“The President also requested me,“ 
said Mr. Wilson, “to congratulate the 
House and Senate on the close of their 
labors and to wish the individual mem- 
bers a happy and prosperous vacation.” 

Mr. Terry asked unanimous consent 
for the consideration of a bill for the 
suppression of lottery traffic but while 
the bill was being read the hour of two 
o'clock arrived and the Speaker, with a 
bang of his gavel, declared the second 
session ofthe Fifty-third Congress ad- 
journed without day. Great cheering 
greeted the announcement of the sad- 
journment.

Bancroft, Jr., for Congress.

Elijah J. Morris, of Lewes, nomina- 
ted Ebe W. Tunnell for Governor. W. 
L. Sirman afd Paynter Frame were 
named and withdrawn, and a unanimous 
vote was given for Tonnell. 

E, W. TUXNELL. 

Ebe Walter Tunnell was born at the 
ſamily homestead, near Black water, 
Baltimore Hundred, Sussex county, Del., 
December 31, 1844. His first education 
was received at neighboring public 
schools, and later he attended the select 
schools at Lewis and Milford. He en- 
gaged in general mercantile business at 
Blackwater with his father, and still re- 
tains his interest in it. ; 

He was elected to the Legislature in 
1870 by a lerge majority, running ahead 
of his ticket. He was active in getting 
through the Legislature the charter and 
the issuance of State bonds for the 
and Frankford Railroad, 
Mr. Tunnel was appointed by the Legis- 
lature some years agoa director of the 
Farmers’ bank at Georgetown, and to 
his good judgment and business qualifi- 
cations is due much of the profitable 
business of that institution. 

SAMUEL BANCROFT, JR. 


Samuel Bancroft, Jr., was born Janu- 
ary 21, 1840, at Rockfield, Christiana 
Hundred, near Wilmington. Alter re 
‘ceiving education two years at the Sam- 
uel Alsop School and two years at the 
classical academy of T. Clarkson Taylor, 
in Wilmington he entered the cotton 
mills of his father at Rockford and 
worked there for seyeral years in the 
various mechanical departments. 

In 1866 Mr. Brancroft was elected to 
the House of Representatives of the Gen- 
eral Assembly from Christiana Hundred 
on the republican ticket and served du- 
ring the session of 1867. He was candi- 
date for re-election in 1878, but the en- 
tire republican ticket was defeated in 
New Castle county at that election. He 
bas not voted for its candidates for Pres- 
ident or for Congresssince 1868. He has 
been for years an earnest advocate of tar- 
iff reform and increased freedom of trade. 


The Virtue of Discord, 

It is the hope of all good citizens that 
discord and factional strife in the two 
parties will continue. That way lies 
hope. Thecoincidence of the cries of 
harmony coming from the two machiné& 
camps excites suspicion. It may be that 
Platt and the Murphy machinesare about 
to make a deal“ that will divide be- 
tween them the spoils of the whole 
State. Whetherthere is ground for such 
a suspicion or not, it would be a grievous 
wrong to the State if respectable Repub 
licans were to harmonizea with Platt 
and respectable Democrats with Croker 
and Marphey. It would not be long be- 
fore they found themselves bound hand 
aud fuot, and firmly in the power of the 
politicians ofthe baser sort, In the mean 
time they would have lost the confidence 
of their betrayed fellow-citizens. and 
would never again be trusted as reform- 
ers. Harmony between them and the 
“bosses” means their surrender and the 


loss of their power in the work of reform- 


ing State and city politics. 

That is the work which is now in hand 
It is not the fate of either party which is 
involved in this co ntest, but the larger 
fate of the government. The discord 
which exists and which has been grow- 
ing in the Republican and Democratic 
parties is the happiest siga of the times. 
It ought to be maintained at almost any 
hazard.—Harper’s Weekly.

$400,000—A Certified Check for 
$100,000 placed Into the 
Hands of the Spec- 
lal Master. 


Mr. Nicholas P. Bond's bid of $400,000 
was the only one made last Wed- 
nesday afternoon, when at 1 o'clock 
Auctioneer Seemuller of the firm 
of Wm. Seemulier & Co., Baltimore, 
announced by public outcry at the Court 
house door in Salisbury that By virtue 
and in pursuance of a decree of the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States, etc., in 
cause in which the Scranton Steel Com- 
pany and the Atlantic Trust Company, 
Trustee, are complinants, and the Balti- 
more and Eastern Shore Railroad Com- 
pany is defendant, the undersigned, 
Special Master, appointed by said decree 
to make sale of the property of defen- 
dant herein after mentioned and referr- 
ed to” was ready to receive bids. 

Mr. Bond complied with the terms of 
the decree by placing into the hands of 
Special Master Morrison the sum of 
$100,000 in the shape of a certified check 
drawn by Jobn E. Searles on the North 
American Bank of New York and pay- 
able to N. P. Bond. 

The purchasers are a syndicate of 
wealthy New York, Philadelphia, Wil- 
mington, Baltimore and Washington 
men, including the following who bave 
also been named as directors: 

John E. Searles, Brayton Ixes, Wm. F.

A Scientific Solution. 


Mr. Editor:—The Apvxxriszx of last 
week contained a clipping in regard to 
some wells which flowed with fresh 
water at flood tideand ceased at low tide 
The fact that water flows from the pipe 
— presumably above the ground—shows 
conclusively that it flows from a fresh 
source of supply and not from the bay. 

The reason for ita being intermittent 
depends upon the principle that “water 
falling freely exerts no lateral pressure.” 

This subterranean current is making 
its way toward the bay and its mouth is 
not far from the surface—certainly be- 
low at high tide, however, when its flow 
is checked—by the rising tide in this 
cake, it begins to exert lauteral pressure 
which is marifested by an overflow from 
the pipe. X.

The above is from our Delmar corres- 
pondent, and is an answer to the follow- 
ing which appeared in the St. Michaels 
Comet, August 18, and quoted by us on 
the 25 inst :

A BOOK’S CLOTHING. 


BINDINGS MADE FROM THE SKIN OF

Of curios in the way of binding there 
exist in England several examples. In 
the Exeter museum there is to be fomnd 
a volume bound in the skin of George 
Cudmore, who was executed in 1830 for 
poisoning his wife. In the library of 
Bury St. Edmunds there is a Life of 
Corder,” a murderer, bound in a piece 
of his own skin. In the library of Mex- 
borough Honse there were formerly two 
books bound in the skin of Mary Bate- 
man, the Yorkshire witch who was 
hanged early in this century. 

In 1821 s man named Horwood suf- 
fered the extreme penalty for the mur- 
der of a girl, and the following trades- 
man's account of a book in the infirmary 
library explains itself: 

‘Bristol, June, 1828. — Richard 
Smith, Esq., Dr. to H. H Essex. To 
binding in the skin of John Horwood a 
variety of papers relating to him, £1 
10s., the same being lettered in Latin on 
each side of the book The True Skin of 
John Horwood.’ ™ 

Whether the skins of hardened crim- 
mals are more easily curried and dressed 
than those of ordinary mortals I must 
confess I am unable to judge. 

It was at a dinner party that Thomas 
Carlyle gave vent to his opinion as to 
binding books with human skins. The 
dyspeptic sage had so far sat in morose 
silence. An unpleasant feeling hung 
over the party, many of whom had been 
specially invited to hear his erratic 
views. A genial old gentleman was en- 
deavoring to infuse a little warmth into 
the assemblage by playfully remarking 
to a young political enthusiast who sat 
beside him, The British people can af- 
ford to laugh at theories. 

This remark woke up Carlyle, and 
speaking for the first and only time 
during the evening he observed in his 
usual ill bred way: Sir, the French 
nobility of 100 years ago said they could 
afford to laugh at theories. Then came 
a man who wrote a book called “The 
Social Contract.’ The man was called 
Jean Jacques Rousseau, and his book 
was a theory and nothing but a theory. 
The nobles could laugh at this theory, 
but their skins went to bind the second 
edition of this book. '' 

It is a matter of fact that during the 
horrors of the French revolution tanner- 
ies were established in various parts of 
France where the skins of the victims of 
the guillotine were tanned, and many of 
these were used to bind books on account 
of the fine grained surface exhibited aft 
er being curried 

At the Chicago exhibition one of the 
curious exhibits was s pack of playing 
cards which had been manufactured 
from the skin of some captured Indians. 
I remember to have seen at an old curi- 
osity shop on New Oxford street only a 
few years ago a piece of hard, dry, 
tough, leathery skin, which, I was as- 
sured, was the tanned hide of a Maori. 
The tattoo marks were plainly visible 
on its surface, and on examining it with 
a powerful glass the grain of the human 
skin was clearly shown. 

In speaking of the binding of books 
one cannot refrain from alluding in pass- 
ing to the enemies of books—eneinies 
that usually’ make their depredations 
upon bindings. These insects, popularly 
known as bookworms, are found in pa- 
per, leather and parchment. The larvm 
of Crambus pinguinalis will establish 
themselves upon the binding of a book, 
and spinning a robe will do it little in- 
jury. A mite—Acarus ernditus—eats 
the paste that fastens the paper over the 
edges of the binding and so loosens it. 
The caterpillar of another little moth 
takes its station in damp, old books be- 
tween the leaves and there commits 
great ravages. Burns has addressed to 
these bookworms an epigram which be- 
trays the cynical humor of the poet: 

Through and through the inspired leaves 

Ye maggots make your windlogs; 

Bat, oh, respect his lordship’s taste 

And spare bis golden bindings! 

The little boring wood beetle will also 
attack books and has been known to 
penetrate through several volumes, An 
instance is mentioned of 27 folio volumes 
being perforated in a straight line by 
the same. insect in such a manner that 
by passing u cord through the perfect 
round bole made by it the 27 volumes 
could be raised at once. The wood beetle, 
the sume variety that has left pinloles 
in Chippendale and other old chairs and 
bureaus, destroys prints aud engravings, 
whether framod cr kept in a portfolia 
The deathwatch'“ is likewise accused 
of being a depredator of books, at least 
according te the statements of the keeper 
of the Ashmolean museum, Oxford.— 
Arthur Hayden.

THE ARAB AND THE JEW. 


An Oriental Critics View of Two of the 
Weekly Papers of New York. 

A Jewish professor who is versed in 
the oriental languages looked over two 
weekly papcrs printed in this city, one 
of them in the Hebrew language, with 
Hebrew characters and the other in the 
Arabic language, with Arabic charac- 
ters. Lock.“ he said as he placed the 
two pretty sheets together, ‘‘at the 
peculiarities of the type used in them. 
Take notice of the power, breadth, 
depth, rectangularity aud solidarity of 
the Hebrew type. Take notice of the 
Saracenic delicacy, the ornateness, the 
subtlety, ingeuuity and curvedness of 
the Arabic typo. 

“The contrast between them is very 
suggestive. Again, the reader who 
studies the style of the literary compo- 
sitions in the two papers will notice 
that Hebrew thought is broad, strong 
and upright, like the Hebrew charac- 
ters, while the Arabic thought is sinu- 
ous, tenuous and ornate, as the Arabic 
characters. The differentiation of the 
Hebrew from the Arabic, both in the 
forms of the type and in the expressions 
of the mind, will strike every critic 
who places the two papers together, looks 
at them closely and makes a study of 
their conteuts. Yct both the Hebrew 
and the Arabs belong to the Semitic 
race and are monotheists. History and 
circumstances must be taken into aoc- 
count when tracing the characteristic 
differences between the two branches of 
the family.'’—New York Sun. 


The Poor German Novel. 

While the number of second and 
third rate novels increases, those that 
deserve to be labeled Al are as undoubt- 
edly on the wane. The pitiable state of 
the German book market is partly an- 
swerable for this result, since it has 
driven some of the ablest contemporary 
novelists, such as Sudermann, Ger- 
hardt, Hauptmann and Voss, to turn 
aside from their original and obvious 
vocation in order to write indifferent 
dramas, because these prove to be more 
remunerative than first class novels. 
Veteran standard authors like Freytag, 
Dahn and Spielhsgen, who have been 
before the public for three or more de- 
cenniums, seem to labor under the delu- 
sion that whatever they now write must 
necessarily be worth reading, and that 
a writer who once has achieved fame 
has nothing further to doin order to 
keep it up but to go on producing with 
clockwork regularity a certain number 
of volumes per annum, whether or not 
these books are distinguished by any of 
those qualities which made the reputa- 
tion of their earlier works. —Black- 
wood's Magazine. >

The Light Turned on a Hidden Chapter of 
” Wartime History. 

Frank Riggs, the son of the famous 
banker and his father’s successor in the 
financial circles at Washington, tells 
me an interesting story that corrects a 
false impression which many good peo- 
ple have carried for years. During the 
second term of President Grant a man 
of the name of Pickett sold to the gov- 
ernment of the United States the rec- 
ords of the executive departments of 
the southern confederacy. From these 
documents was obtained much evidence 
that prevented the payment of claims 
of southern citizens who pretended loy- 
alty for losees growing out of the war. 
In a siugle instance they saved several 
millions by showing that mail cantract- 
ors throughout the sonth had been paid 
from the Confederate treasury for serv- 
ices performed by them for the postoffice 
department of the United States before 
the outbreak of the rebellion. They 
proved to be of great value iu many oth- 
er directions, and the price paid Mr. 
Pickett for them, which was some- 
thing like $60,000, proved to be one of 
the most profitable investments ever 
made by the government. 

Pickett had been the chief clerk of 
the Confederate state department or 
held some similar office which made 
him custodian of the archives. When 
President Davis and bis cabinet fied 
from Richmond, Mr. Pickett carted the 
records away and hid them in some 
place that escaped the searchers of the 
Union army, and the manner of their 
disappearance was a mystery until they

In the hands of the Cardigans it re- 
mained until 1889, when the unexpect- 
ed“ happened, and the abbey, with its 
grounds, was purchased by Colonel J. T. 
North atthe price of about $55,000, 
and by him handed over asa gift to 
Leeds, his native town. Kirkstall abbey 
is about three miles from Briggate and 
is within the borough. — Cassell’s 
Cities of the World.

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IMPURITIES IN IN FOOD. 


They Aro Not as —— as Many Persons 
May Suppose. 

Singularly exaggerated ideas ooncern- 
ing the adulteration of food are very 
generally held, according to Dr. H. W. 
Wiley, chemist of tho United States de- 
partment of agricaltaro. Sand, for in- 
stance. is not sold with sugar—at least 
in the United States. 

The granulated and lomp sugars in 
the market are almost absolutcly pure, 
powdered sugar sometimes, though rare- 
ly, contains a little flour or starch, and 
low grade sugars are impure chiefly 
through the molasses and water they 
are made to absorb in manufactura 

Not as good a report can be given of 
sirups There is very little pure maple 
sirup, most of What is sold as such be- 
ing a mixture of glucose or cane sirups, 
with a small proportion of the product 
of the maple, while in au imitation ac- 
tually protected by a patent the maple 
flavor is given by un extract of hickory 
bark. Liquid honey is largely adulter- 
ated with glucose Of comb honey, 
however, ouly that in bottles and jars 
is impure, the old impression that comb 
honey on the frame is adulterated bav- 
ing been proved to be erroueous. 

Ground coffee is so largely adulterat- 
ed with chicory, peas, beans, ete., that 
it is rarely found pure, and even the 
unground berry is imitated. Tea is rare- 
ly mixed with foreign leaves, but fre- 
quently has its weight increased by the 
addition of salts of iron and copper 
materials quite prejudicial to health. 
Cocoa and chocolate are largely adul- 
terated with starch and sugar, and 
products claimed to be greatly improved 
as to digestibility may have little of the 
virtues of the original cocoa bean left 
in them. 

A danger in canned goods is the use 
of adulterated tin, which may contain 
as high as 12 per cent of lead, the or- 
ganic salts formed by the corrosion of 
the lead being always poisonous The 
common practice of coloring canned 
peas with copper is very objectionable 
The use of preservatives, such as sali- 
cylio acid, is not without risk, while an 
occasional source of danger is the devei- 
opment of nitrogenons bodies called 
ptomaines in preserved meats. The 
above are illustratious of the principal 
food adultezations, which, though bad 
enough, are insignificant in comparison 
with the startling reports that have

THE TALE OF A DOVE. 


| A Strange Invident In the Closiag Srenes of 
a Murderers Life.

Ou the day Casey 
was sentenced to death a pure white 
dove flew in the conrtroom window and 
alighted on his shoulder. 

The dove refused to be removed, ao- 
companied Casey back to his cell aud 
became his constant companion. At the 
sane time Charles Rugg, the notorious 
negro murderer, was also an inmate of 
the jail, awaiting trial for the murder 
of Mrs. Lydia Maybe and her daughter. 
Just previous to the day set for his trial 
Rugg escaped from the jnil, but two 
days later was captured and returned to 
the jail. The day of his capture was the 
day set for Casey's removal to Sing 
Sing to serve his life seutence As he 
was being taken from the jail and while 
in the sheriff's office being prepared for 
his journey Rugg was led in by his 
capturers. All this time the dove had 


been perched on Casey’s shoulder, but | 


as soon as Rugg was led in tho dove flew 
from Casey's shoulder and over to Rugg, 
alighting on his shoulder, cooing as if 
it had fonud a long lost friend. 

All efforts on the part of Casey to 
call it back were in vain; and as Rugg 
was led back to the cell from which he 
escaped the dove went with him. It re- 
mained with him up to the morning 
the executiou. Ou that morning as Rugg 
marched up the scaffold the dove was 
perched on his shoulder and remained 
there until the black cap was drawn 
over bis face. As soon as that was done 
the dove flew ont one of the jail win- 
dows and was never seen around the 
jail aguin. — Washington Post. 


BLASTING GELATIN. 


One vf the Most Important Explosives, and 
How It Is Made, 

By far the most important as well as 
the latest form of dynamites or solidi- 
fied nitroglycerin are those designated 
not too happily as ‘‘blasting gelatins."’ 


“Many persons imagine, quite naturally, 


that these cousist of some form of gela- 
tin, isiugliass or glue, couverted by 
chemical m. aus into a powerful explo- 
sive. But blasting gelatin’ contains 
no particle whatever of gelatin, prop- 
erly so called, the term being applied toa 
mixture of nitroglycerin and a nitrocel- 
lulose. It is prepared at Ardoer, in Ayr- 
shire, N. B., by heating nitroglycerin 
in ‘*jacketed’’ pans to between 40 de- 
grees and water at 60 degrees C.—140 
degrees F.—a certain proportion of dry 
gun cotton of the soluble“ kind. A 
current of hot water at 60 degrees C.— 
140 degrees F.—circulating between 
the outer and inner pans keeps the con- 
tents of the latter at the required tem- 
perature, and the mixing is effected by 
mechanical stirrera. 

Any rise of temperature above 45 de- 
grees C.—113 degrees F.—is quickly 
checked br turning into the outer 
Jacket“ a stream of cold water in place 
of the hot foratime In the course of 
about an hour the nitrocntton is dis- 
solved in the uitroglycerin, the two 
bodies uniting to forma or less 
stiff homogeneous jelly. It may indeed 
be compared to the photographic collo- 
dion, thickeued by evaporation, the gun 
cotton haying been dissolved not in the 
usual alcohol-ether mixture, but in ni- 
troglycerin. When composed of 93 per 
cent of the latter, with 7 per cent oot- 
ton, we get a most powerful explosive. 
Mr. G. Macroberts, the manager at 
Ardeer, observes upon this point: 

“Of all the nitroglycerin explosives 
blasting gelatin is the strongest. If the 
energy of dynamite be represented by 
100, that of blasting gelatin will be 150.

POSTAGE STAMP FAD. 
lir BEGAN 4S A Nan AMUSE- 
MENT AND BECAME A MANIA. 


Millions of Dollars Are Locked Up In Bits 
of Paper That Have No Real Value—Some 
of the Hare Specimens For Which Fabu- 
lous Prices Are Asked and Given. 


The postage stamp mania is one of 
the most curious of human fads, re- 
marks a New York writer. A collection 
of coins is at the most worth the weight 
of the metal. Not so a collection of 
stamps, The fashion may go ont as it 
came in, and then the stamps will be 
only so much waste paper. 

The fad broke ont in 1861 in the form 
of a few sporadic cases among school- 
boys and maiden Indies. It was not only 
a harmless fad, but in the case of the 
schoolboys it was even an educative 
one. It proved the easiest, the pleasant- 
est and the most efficacious way of 
driving knowledge of geography into 
the adolescent mind. 

Bat now that these first few sporadic 
attacks have developed into something 
alarmingly like an epidemic one begins 
to speculate whether the craze of the 
philatelist is not a distinct bar to hu- 
man progress, inasmuch as it consumes 
a large amount of brain force and vital 
energy that might better be turned in 
other and more useful channels of ac- 
tivity. 

In the United States alone there is an 
organization called the American Phila- 
telic association, which numbers 1,000 
members. But this represents only a 
smal! fraction of the philatelists actual- 
ly in the country. 

The greatest and most famons of liv- 
ing philatelists — considered merely 
from the philatelist point of view—is 
M. Philippe de Ferrari, a dignified, 
courteous and white haired old gentle- 
man who lives in Paris. He is a son of 
the late Duchess de Galliera, who was 
also a passionate lover of stamps. 

His collection is valued at $500,000. 
He has been known to pay $500 for an 
album which contained only a single 
stamp that he coveted. For more valu- 
able collections he has never limited his 
expenditures. 

Next to the Ferrari collection comes 
that of Baron Arthur de Rothschild, 
which is so valuable that its owner, with 
the true jealousy of the collector, ro- 
serves the pages containing his rarest 
treasures for thé delectation only of 
himself and his most intimate friends. 

Now, what constitutes the enormous 
value of these collections? It is not the 
number of the specimens, There are 
more than 6,000 different varieties of 
stamps now actually in existence. A 
certain number can be obtained at com- 
paratively light expense. 

But the rarer ones command large 
prices. Never mind whether the rarity 
‘was created by age or accident. 

The MacMahon stamp in France is 
the blue rose, the unattainable ideal of 
the collector, When the marshal was 
president of France, his wife was anx- 
ious to see his image set in stamps. 

Designs were accordingly prepared, 
but the postal commissioner. rejected 
them and adopted another design. Nev- 
ertheless there is a legend that some of 
these MacMahon stamps got into circu- 

ion. If a single specimen ever turns 
up, it will be pricelesa. 

Another lost pleiad is a postage stamp 
issued by the government of British 
Guiana in 1856, It has disappeared from 
the market, and specimens held in the 
hands of private collectors are valued 
at $250. 

A set of four 1850 stamps also issued 
in British Guiana bring anywhere from 
$400 to $500, anda set of four 1852 
Hawaiian stamps are valued at $1,500. 

The 15 and 80 cent reunion stamps 
bring $500. The New Brunswick 5 cent 
stamp, with the head of O'Connell, is 
rarely parted with under $150. 

Rare is also the black Canadian 12 
penny stamp, valued at $125. 

But the collector does not stop at le- 
gitimate issues of stamps. He gives 
fancy prices for varieties of shades, for 
perforations, errors and watermarks. 

At a recent stamp exhibition in Vien- 
na an enthusiastic collector named Gi- 
welb displayed with pride the ‘‘error’’ 
of France—a stamp of 25 centimes 
printed in blue instead of black, the 
error of Afghanistan and a stamp 
with a missing ornament in a corner. 

Dr. Mallmann of Vienna had even 
more wondrous delights to unfold, for 
he was the proud possessor of the two 
rare errors“ of the Cape of Good 
Hope, stamps of 1 penny and 4 pence 
respectively, which are blue instead of 
red and red instead of blue. 

Such ‘‘errors’’ fetch a very high 
price, kept down only by the uneasiness 
of creating new values“ by wanting 
misprinting. 

No article on philately could be com- 
plete without some notice of the 1,000, - 
000 postage stamps myth. This still 
survives in vague and uncertain forms 
in the rural districts, where it is believ- 
ed that some vast benefit, financial or 
other, will accrue to any one who col- 
lects 1,000,000 stamps and forwards 
them to the proper address But the 
proper address is never known.

The Dry Haze. 


The New York Herald says: The 
mantle of baze which for several days 
has so mysteriously draped and over- 
hung the country between the Alleghan- 
les and the Atlantic ocean is doubtless 
due to the presence of large quantities of 
smoke from the western forest and 17 
rie res. 

The myraids of fine dust Siz 
which give the air its peculiar hue are 

. borne, from the droughty interior of the 
continent by the regular westerly winds. 
As the dry air charged with this smoke- 
dust acquires some modicum of vapor 
and undergoes ceoling, especially in 
highlands or mountainous regions, the 

vapor is condensed, notso much into 
storm-cloudsas into thick haze of a pe- 

-culiarly uncanny, bronze or coppery col- 
or. This dry fog, which occasionally in 
autumn entirely hides the sun from view 
is an indication of great continental 
drought due to the preponderance of air 
from the high or anticyclonic sir-car- 
rents settling down over prairie and lake 
regions, while the cyclonic or moist trade 
wind currents are too weak to make their 
oe the upper — 
sippi.

The association 
will issue shares of stock, and Joan mon- 
ey on mortgage. The shares ofstock are 
$100.00 each and the shareholder can 
take paid up stock st said sum and re- 
ceive an annual dividend thereon; or, he 
can take instalment stock, paying 80 
much per month or week, in which case 
a dividend is given him at the end of the 
year upon the average amount paid In. 

The Salisbury Building & Loan Assoc- 
iation bas been in existence eight years, 
and now has a working capital of $140,000 
upon which an 8 per cent dividend is 
paid to the stock holders. Its shares are 
worth 110 in the market and are used as 
collateral at banks &c for loans. Its suc- 
cess has been so marked, and the results 
to the working people of the town and 
county so strikingly beneficial, that a 
new association, called the Wicomico 
Building & Loan Association, was organ- 
ized this year, and its prospects at this 
time are yery bright. 

Pocomoke has such an Institution one 
year old and it has declared a six per 
cent. Dividend. A new one has just 
been organized in Snow-Hill, and Eas- 
ton's is among the established and pros- 
perous institutions of the shore. The 
best business men of these tewns are 
connected with these associations, and 
they all agree that itis the proper pol- 
icy to keep the people’s savings at home, 
in absolutely safe investments, rather 
than send them to foreign states with 
whose laws we are not familiar and 
whose business men are to os strangers. 

With such an institution among us, 
those who desire to invest their small 
savings can easily do a0, and many there 
are in town and county who will only be 
glad of the opportunity. Building and 
Loan Associations and savings banks 
have been the secret of much of the 
prosperity at the north, and because 
they teach economy and inculate frugal 
babits among the people, they are a bles- 
sing io any community.—Cambridge 
Democrat & News.

Sines it has become the part of bappy 
youth in all circles of society to ride the 
bicycle—the daughter of the Four Hun- 
dred taking lessons and skimming along 
the road beside the daughter of the 
pave, if the latter baving achieved so 


much as a wheel—a great deal of inde- 


pendence in dress hes had to be taken 
for granted, Many of, ng rid 
do not quite like the divided skirt or tt 
zouave dress of short bloomers and jack 
et, although either ls perfectly modest. 
They refuse the knickerbockers, too, 
and on the whole prefer short skirts to 
other dress. Some, however, make 

. mpromise, choosing a very scanty 
long skirt that buttons up the whole of 
one side and which is altogether suitable 
for walking on the atreet; and which 
simply unbattoned and folded away in 
place, leaves the bloomers and high 
gaiters or boots merely for work. Still 
better is the short skirt, falling only to 
the top of the boot or high gaiter, which 
when its owner is afoot, is simply a 
short gown, and in the way of nothing 
when she 1s on the wheel, the full long 
skirt taking the wind in an impeding 
way, and having been found an impos- 
sibility otherwise.

FLOUNDER STRIKING. 
A SPORT OF Sr NEGROES OF THE 
SOUTHERN COAST. 


Jt Puzzlesa White Man, but the Darky Can 
Hit a Flounder With Iis Spear Where 
You Would Seo Only Mad—The Expert 
Fisherman Ne ver Misses Hias Fish. 


Did yoa crer ‘‘strike’’ a flounder? 
Probably not unlcss you have lived or 
[assed some time on the coast of the 
tonthern states. 

One lovely August evening, just be- 
fore sunset, as I stocd on the back porch 
rf our summer home on the coast of 
Honth Carolina, I noticed thut our boy 
Bob, a great big black cheerful looking 
fellow about 19 ycars old, as lazy a ras- 
cal and as big n thief as his whole race 
conld produce, seemed to be very busy 
over a boat at the little wharf only a 
hort distanco from the house, and as 

stood there watching him the mystery 
was explained. ; 

Noticing that T was tehing him 
with a good deal of interest, he came 
up to the steps, and removing the tat 
tered rim of what was once a felt hat 
gaid: 

Boss man, I'ze goin ‘strikin’ flonn- 
der tonight. Like to go long? It's casy 
nuf, he said. ‘‘Jest put on ole close 
that don’t matter bout wettiu, and I’ 
call for you after supper. 

After having finished supper and en- 
joyed a cigar aud a stroll an the beach, 
watching the bathers in the surf and 
spying a distant sail on the horizon, I 
proceeded to dress for the occasion. Tak- 
ing Bob's advice, I selected an old pair 
of baseball shoes, an ancient pair of 
cadet trousers that had stood the test of 
many a dress parade—a relic of my 
rat“ year—a cap of tho same descrip- 
tion and a flannel shirt and a heavy 
coat, for it was cool on the water after 
sunset, even in midsummer, not forget- 
ting to take a good supply of tobago 
and a pipe to keep off the guats and 
sand flies and a plug of chewing tobac- 
co for my companion.

I joined Bob at the back door, and we 
made our way down to the landing.

Greeting the grinning Rufns, who re- 
plied by scraping the bottom of the boat 
with one foot, while he touched where 
his hat would have been had he worn 
any, for no such article encumbered his 
woolly crown, we all made ourselves 
comfortable, Bob standing at the bow, 
Rufus at the stern, with a pole, while I 
was invited to take the middle seat near 
the fire and requested to keep the boat 
clear of water, which as soom as wo be- 
gan our journey rushed through the 
many crevices with astonishing rapid- 
ity. 

The night was very dark, but lighted 
by our fire we began to follow the shore, 
and our flat bottom enabled us to keep 
in very clos.

But 
at last she moved on to her place by the 
altar, and, as I heard from my consin 
who had a place close by, threw herself 
on her knees, buried her face in her 
hands and evidently prayed fervently. 
For the first part the silence was 80 
great that at my extreme point I could 
hear quite distinctly the tremulous but 
articulate voice of the archbishop. Aft- 
erward it was quite inaudible. The 
great drawbacks were the feeble re- 
sponses to the service and the feebleness 
of tho acclamation—hardly any at all 
at the recognition and only tolerable 
at the coronation.

Sir Richard Web- 
ster, I fancy, would have shown him- 
self a good second to Lord Coleridge, 
but his visit here was short, and very 
few had the pleasure of hearing him. I 
had that pleasure here as well as in 
England, and he certainly basa remark- 
able “facility of expression, combined 
With a fine vocabulary, a keen sense of 
humor and a thorough knowledge of 
human nature. Coleridge, however, I 
repeat, took the palm and has worn it 
in the memory of friends whom he met 
here to this day.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

THE OLD GENERAL’S SCHEME. 


Effective as an Indian Exterminator, bat 
Too Merciless to Try. 

“A good many years ago the Co- 
manche Indians used to harry and an- 
noy the poople of Texas by predatory 
incursions, pretty much, I fancy, as the 
Scottish highlanders did their brethren 
who dwelt in less mountainous regions, 
said Colonel Alf Mason of the Lone 
Star State. The Comanches, too, had 
exactly the same purpose in view that 
animated tho adherents of Rob Roy 
the lifting of cattle—and it would be 
hard to say which made the greatest 
success of the business, the sturdy free- 
booters of Scotia or the copper hued 
denizens of the American plains. The 
Texans of course resented to the ut- 
most this conduct of the redskins, and 
many a brave paid the death penalty 
for trying to get away with horses or 
cows that did not belong to him. 

Many a poor settler, too, in trying to 
save his little homestead, fell a victim 
tothe barbarous foe. Some unusually 
cruel raids, in which a number of white 
women and little children were butch- 
ered, abont the year 1859, in William- 
son county, not far from the state capi- 
tal, caused the resentment of the people 
to rise toa boiling pitch, and vengeance 
was sworn against the whole tribe of 
marauding red demons. The affair was 
so ruthless in its atrocity that it came 
very near being the cause of a whole- 
sale slaughter of the Indians which 
could have scarcely been justified. 

“The proposition came from one of 
the noted frontiersmen and Indian 
fighters of that day, who has long since 
crossed over the river, General Hender- 
son. The old man advanced it coolly 
and could with difficulty be persuaded 
to abandon it. It was to invite, ander 
the guise of pretended friendship and 
reconciliation, all the Comanches that 
could be assembled ina great scope of 
surrounding country to a big barbecne, 
where there was to be eating and drink- 
ing galore and s general smoking of the 
pipe of peace. It was to be a grand 
feast, especially in the roast beef part 
of the menu, said boef to be artistically 
dressed with poison enough to kill every 
son of a gun of an Indian that partook 
of it. Well, they wouldn't let the old 
general carry ont his scheme, and he 
got very hot over it and to the day of 
his death cursed the sentimental fools 
that interfered with his plans for redno- 
ing the Comanche census. ’’—Washing- 
ton Post. 


Coal Tar In Masonry. 

The announcement is made in The 
National Builder that what was at first 
considered a doubtful experiment—viz, 
the use of coal tar as a means of render- 
ing maso: * impervious to water, espe- 
cially in pusitions exposed to direct con- 
tact with the latter—has proved a prao- 
tically valuable resort. Used as a coat- 
ing for masonry built up of very porous 
stone, tar renders it quite impervious, 
even at a depth of some 50 feet of wa- 
ter, and, according to the experience of 
those who have had much to do with 
it, the article should be utilized in all 
public buildings, particularly those de- 
signed for the preservation of works of 
art, the dissolving action of water; even 
upou mortar of superior quality, being 
well known; also the unfavorable effect 
of the exndation of water charged with 
lime salts from the mortar. Two meth- 
ods of using the tar are named—viz, in 
a boiling state in one or several layers, 
this being suitable for surfaces exposed 
to the air, or it may be made to flame 
up before using, this being appropriate 
to surfaces which have to be covered up.

HOW TO MAKE COFFEE 
THERE ARE MANY WAYS, AND CON- 
NOISSEURS DIFFER IN TASTES. 


A Delicious Berry That Is Mach Abused by 
American Cooks Who Do Not Know Its 
Possibilities--Some Recipes Which Are 
Not Widely Used or Known. 


Have yon ever passed a place where a 
person was making coffee and inhaled a 
wandering breeze of the delicious in- 
spiring fragrance? Every cup of coffee 
that is drunk shopld smell and taste 
just like that fragrant odor, which was 
the veritable soul of the berry seeking 
to escape from its transmutation into 
liquid. Unless you can arrest that slip- 
pery sylph of opulent fragrance or pre- 
vent the entire escape from your coffee- 
pot before serving yon are no expert, 
but a bungler. 

The amount of badly made coffee that 
is inflicted on the public is simply enor- 
mous. One connoisseur says that there 
are not 20 places in New York, outside 
of private houses, where a first rate cup 
of coffee can be counte# on. Another 
man about town says this is a gross ex- 
aggeration, declaring that no man is 
sure of a fine cup of coffee in more than 
half a dozen places in this city. Coffee, 
to be fit for civilized drinking, should 
be made, he asserts, on the principle of 
“little and often. Size in art is of all 
sizes, and bulk in coffee making rans 
the risk of a dreadful discount in the 
appreciation of the learned. 

The best kind of coffeepot is one 
that has a filter. They can be had of 
many sizes and shapes, all the way from 
simplicity to an extreme of elegance. 
To secure 4 good infusion quickly the 
ground coffee should be placed in the 
cylinder on top of the coffeepot, the 
strainer should be pressed down on top 
of the coffee, and the boiling water 
should be ponred over $o that the infu- 
sion runs slowly. While it filters the 
pot onght to stand in a vessel containing 
very hot water, so that tue infusion 
may keep a high degree of heat without 
allowing it to boil. Boiling is the spoil- 
ing of coffee. 

If you are making coffee for a good 
many, take 1 ponnds of Java, 144 of 
Maracaibo, a pound of Mocha and 7 
gallons of water. The Mocha, which is 
meant for the aroma or bouquet, should 
have been but slightly roasted; the Mar- 
acaibo, which is for color, should be 
well roasted, and the Java, which is for 
body and effect, should be roasted just 
between the two, 

Cafe a la Turque is made in a pecul - 
iar way and duly appreciated by pecul- 
iar people. The recipe for its compo- 
sition is this: Take Jaya and Mocha in 
equal proportions; grind aid pass 
through a very tine sieve. Pat ordinary 
black coffee, as many cups as necded, in 
a coffeepot, and for cach cup add a tea- 
spoonful of the sifted coffee and a Inmp 
of sugar. Boil this for two minutes; 
then take it off and pour in a little cold 
water to settle it. After it has stood a 
few minutes serve it with powdered 
suga>. 

Iced coffer; in New York style, is 
merely cafo udir that has been cooled in 
a china freezer by placing ice around it, 
slightly salted. For what is called 
mixed coffce a pint of milk, a gill of 
cream, a gill of sirup and a quart of 
black coffee subjected to the same cool- 
ing process and served when just this 
side of freczing is considered a proper 
caper by all who are not real coffee 
connoisseurs. 

Brandy coffee is prepared by some in 
the same way—a gill of brandy and 6 
ounces of sugar to the quart of coffee 
taking the place of the other ingre- 
dients. But brandy coffeé to most per- 
sons means a cup of cafe noir, over 
which a spoonfal of brandy, poured on 
a lump of sugar, has been burnt. Just 
as the blue fringed golden flame is ex- 
piriug the spoon should slip into the 
coffee, and after one deft stir the com- 
tents of the cup rhould glide down the 
gladdened throat. 

A sherbet of coffee is quite fasion- 
able now and quite delicious if properly 
made. Toa qnart of coffee add a quart 
of double cream and 12 ounces of sugar, 
and if you wish to be very chic add a 
few drops of vanilla essence. Then put 
this in a freezer with salted ice sur- 
rounding, keep the sides free as fast as 
the ice begins to cling, and when it has 
reached cangelation serve in glasses. 

Another fashion of coffee drinking, 
which was first introduced into this 
country by the Mexicans at the New 
Orleans exposition 10 years ago, and 
which is held in high estéem by some 
bon vivants, is to make. coffee in the 
French way without boiling and then 
mix it with the very richest chocolate, 
half and half, cr one to two, or two to 
one, the second proportion being per- 
haps the most frequent. This is to be 
served with whipped cream topped with 
a little sugar dust. The Mexicans used 
to ure the Soconasco chocolate, which is 
made with a cinnamon addition and is 
rich beyond ‘description. 

In spite of the injunction about gild- 
ing refined gold or painting the lily, 
restless humanity has attempted to im- 
prove on coffee in worse ways than by 
marrying it to chocolate. For instance, 
take cafe au Kirsch, which is made by 
shaking up black coffee, cracked ice and 
Kirsch wasser in proportions to suit the 
taste. By devotees of the benign Ara- 
bian berry this is considered a profana- 
tion and eschewed accordingly, but for 
physical and mental depression, if one 
is nct a habitual coffee drinker, it is a 
pick me up of rare potency. 

Coffee is not a food, but a stimulant 
and an antidote against some kinds of 
poisoning. Its exccesive use produces a 
trembling of the hands and a disease of 
the optic nerves To keep one awake 
and to help eno endure fatigue or expo- 
gure to rongh weather there is probably 
ko equal to coffee, except possibly the 
cacao plant of the Peruvians. Coffee 
and tobacco—which we owe to the 
Arab and the Indian—aure the heavenly 
twins in the eyes of every true bohe- 
mian. But, liko all Llessings, they may 
become a curse.—New York World.

NEW CURE FOR DIPHTHERIA. gp 


European Hospitals Practicing a Method of 
Blood Inoculation. 

So many thousands of children are 
annually carried off by diphtheria, the 
sufferings caused by the disease are so 
agonizing and the remedies hitherto at 
the disposal of the medical profession so 
inadequate that the news of the intro- 
duction into the Berlin and London hos- 
pitals of a new and efficacious cure for 
this fell malady cannot be regarded 
otherwise than as a matter of public in- 
terest. 

Very little has been heard abont this 
remedy, owing to the fact that the dis- 
tinguished bacteriologists engaged in 
its discovery have been unwilling to 
subject themselves to the same disad- 
vantage as Dr. Koch, whose cure for 
consumption has been unjustly pro- 
claimed a failure merely because it 
was published to the world prematurely 
and before it was ready for medical ap- 
plication. The new cure, briefly speak- 
ing, is one of inoculation, with this 
difference—that, instead of injecting 
the poison into the system of the pa- 
tient, ane injects the blood of an ani- 
mal which has been inoculated with a 
weak culture of the diphtheria bacte- 
ria, the virus of the latter being, how 
ever, of so weak a character that it does 
not affect the animal with the malady, 
but merely renders it immune thereto. 

Repeated experiments made of late 
have shown that a few drops of blood 
from a horse or any other animal thus 
rendered immune injected into a hu- 
man being suffering from diphtheria 
are sufficient to arrest and cure the dis- 
ease. Of course it is too soon as yet to 
quote the statistics of the few hundreds 
of cures which have been effected in 
Berlin and London by this treatment, 
which is to be fully discussed in all its 
complicated scientific aspects at the 
forthcoming international congress of 
hygiene in September at Budapest.. But, 
whatever the ultimate result of its ap- 
plication, it has at least one advantage 
over all other forms of inoculation hith- 
erto discovered—namely, that the matter 
injected into the system of the patient 
is free from poison and consequently 
harmless.—New York Tribune. 


A Unique Prescription For the Liver. 

A young clerk whose sedentary life 
and lack of exercise have left him with a 
sluggish liver and all the evil conse- 
quences thereof visited a-well known 
physician recently und was advised to 
regulate his diet to the utmost plain- 
ness and to take horseback exerelso daily. 
The young man kly told the doctor 
that he could not afford to keep or to 
hire a horse. The doctor asked him 
where he was employed and was told 
that he was a clerk in a certain corpora- 
tion which is housed in an enormous

| STARTING HORSES. 


| 
SOME OF THE REASONS WHY THIS 18 
A DIFFICULT BUSINESS. 


Why It is Harder Here Than In Other 
Countries— Bother of Short Dashes —Pop- 
ular Misunderstandings of Good aad Bad 
Starta. 1 
Starting race horses is a fine art, and 

the man who fancies it isn’t will never be 

convinced until he stands, flag in hand, 
facing 10,000 persons, and with a dozen 
or so thoroughbreds, ridden by anxious 
jockeys, upon the track, each rider doing 
his best to get an advantage over his 
fellows. In 19 cases out of 20 it is not 
the thoroughbred that is to blame for 


the trouble at the post, nor is it the 


jockey directly, but it is the owner, 
trainer or some speculator in the back- 
ground who has told the jockey to get 
off in front, no matter what happens, 
and who has promised to pay his fine or 
reimburse him for any penalty he may 
incur in carrying out instructions It 
is all very well to sit in the grand stand 
and criticise the work of the starter. 
One must try the business himself to 
appreciate its difficulties and ita trials. 

It is a much harder task to start race 
horses as we race in this country than 
in England, France, Austria or Aus- 
tralia, where the pace is very slow at 
the start, and a length or two advantage 
when the flag falls does not count for 
much. With ns, and especially of late 
years, since the system of short dashes 
has become so popular with horse own- 
ers, which, by the way, has had such a 
depressing influence on the improve- 
ment of the blooded horse, the style 
has been to ride pellmell from the start, 
and races are won and lost very frequent- 
ly when the flag falls Judgment of 
pace is fast becoming a lost art, and 
even our best jockeys now, with very 
rare exceptions, have no more idea of 
race riding than to get away well and 
take the shortest course home in the 
quickest possible fashion. Consequently 
every boy becomes imbued with the 
idea that to win he must get off in 
front. 

The reader can easily picture to him- 
self the scene at the post when there 
are 15 or 20 horses, many of them rid- 
den by boys not 16 years of age, all of 
whom have been told—some of them 
with threats and others with promises 
of large rewards—to get the best of the 
start. Any visitor to our race tracks is 
familiar with the soene at the post. 
Half a dozen horses will rush away at 
a false break when there is no possible 
chance for an equitable start, and when 
they come trotting back and before they 
have had time to wheel and get into 
line those that remained behind the 
first time will dash out and run perhaps 
a hundred y leaviug the first squad 
in their places This goss on indefinite- 
ly. 
The public is also familiar with the 
sight of one or more horses standing 
motionless some lengths behind their 
competitors. The starter asks the riders 
of the horses in advance of the laggards 
to wait until they have taken their po- 
sitions. Each boy seems to think it is 
his bounden duty to walk his horse 
when those in the rear attempt to move 
up at a walk and to break away madly 
if an attempt is made by those behind 
to come up at a run. 

A starter should have a thorough 
knowledge of racing, should be a man 
of a high degree of intelligence, be 
quick of eye and hand and, above all, 
be of unimpeachable integrity. The is- 
sue of many thousands of dollars, often- 
times hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
is decided by the fall of his red flag. 
and it is his duty to see that every 
horse, no matter by whom he is owned, 
has an equal chance when he leaves the 
post. Every effort is made to catch the 
horses in motion and on as nearly even 
terms as possible. The eye must take 
in the field in a twinkling, and if the 
judgment is that the start is satisfacto- 
ry the hand will act in unison with the 
eyo and the brain. 

Very often horses are in bad places, 
and what might look to be a good start 
from the grand stand would be a poor 
one in the judgment of the starter, and 
the flag does not fall. Criticism follows, 
and generally it is of the harshest and 
most anjust character, Some horses are 
quicker on their feet than others and 
will make a good start look like a poor 
one through their ability to get under 
way much more rapidly than their com- 
petitors. A good start when the flag 
drops becomes to the unthinking and 
ignorant a poor start, and abuse is heap- 
ed upon the head of the official 

From time to time mechanical appli- 
ances for starting race horses have been 
invented, but they have not been prao- 
tical and have not achieved success. 
A swinging gate to be raised by electrici- 
ty was spen of some time ago, but 
fractious thoroughbreds could not be 
got near it There are, again, horses 
that are not to be controlled at times, 
and collisions with the obstacle would 
undoubtedly be of daily occurrence. 
Then, too, it would take months of drill- 
ing to get horses to overcome the idea 
that they were not going to run into 
the gate. This and many other objeo- 
tions can be raised against this system. 
A western inventor has patented a gate 
to be lowered before the horses while 
they stand at the post, which may be 
moved away from them at a rapid rate 
of speed by electric power, the barrier 
moving onward and upward at the same 
time. —New York Sun

Enameling Cast Iron. 

It is noted as a somewhat singular 
fact that there are not more than two 
processes for enameling cast iron, not- 
withstanding the amount of ingenious 
effort put forth in this direction. One 
of these is the hot process, in which the 
iron, heated to a vivid red, is powdered 
with-a flux powder, borosilicate of lead 
distributed with a sieve, then heated, 
and when the flux fuses it is powdered 
afresh with glass more soluble, forming 
the glaze of the enamel, but this opera- 
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tion is attended with dauger and is nat 


ada to large articles or for - 
2 second process, 3 
the objections named, : ts in dress- 
ing or coating the article first with mag- 
netic oxide, then dipping it in borosili- 
cates of lead, colored by metallic oxides, 
to which is added a little pipe clay, in 
order to give rather more body. The 
article thus covered cold, by dipping or 
with brushes, is put into the furnace, 
the enamel adhering and vitrifying at 
the usual furnace temperature -used by 
enamelers, and by putting a coating of 
colored enamel with a brnsh on a first

The McKinley 
bill as it came from the House of Rep- 
resentatives, was only sixty seven pages 
long. but the amendments to it made in 
the Senate Committee on Finance filled 
162 pages. and amounted to 40,000 words. 
Next to the McKinley bill in length, in 
the record of the engrossing clerks of 
Congress. was the inter state commerce 
law, which contained 8000 words. It is 
a physical impossibility in copying so 
many words to avoid making errors. The 
fact that laws are now printed on parch- 
ment instead of being engrossed with 
the pen makes the liability of accident in 
copying a little less. Proof reading is 
easier on the printed page. But where 
every comma hasan exaggerated value 
(and a comma in a tariff act may be 
worth a million dollars or more to the 
government), it was to be expected that 

- costly errors would fill the new law. 
Twenty-five or thirty have already heen 
discovered, and more will undoubtedly 
appear. 

The costly errors made in the past 
hate not all been attributed to the en- 
grossing clerks either. Whereso many 
subjects are handled (there are 690 in 
the Wilson bill, as well as more than 100

with the history of the section. 

Whatever may be thonght of Ashland’s 
record in this respect, it isa proud one 
otherwiss.

Only one ripple disturbed the council 
of the brayes. The resolutions came 
near being the rock on which the demo- 
crats of the district split. 

Last night a number of the delegates 
met in Col. Buchanan Schley's office and 
discussed the resolations to be adopted. 
Washington, Frederick and Allegheny 
counties wanted the resolutions adopted 
at their respective county conventions 
made the resolutions for the district. 
Garrett presented no resolations, and 
the Montgomery delegates did not ar- 
riye until after the caucus had been de- 
clared over, as their train was delayed. 

The Allegeny and Garrett people 
were in favor of a set of resolutions 
which presented a straddle on the tariff. 
They persuaded the Washington coun- 
tians to go with them and the resolutions 
were adopted. They were opposed vio- 
lently, however by the Frederick 
county delegates, who were in favor 
of positive expression on the subject of 
tariff reform. 

The three men who opposed the reso- 
lutions were Col. L. Victor Baughman of 
Frederick, Col, Buchanan Schley of 
Washington and Gen, McKaig himself. 
They fought the resolutions from pillar 
to post, but ‘the other side overruled 
them. 

Gen, H. Kyd Douglass of Hagerstown, 
W. C. D. Weiman of Cumberland and 
W. A. Brydon of Garrett county were 
the leaders of the other side. 

There was great dissatisfaction at the 
decision of the caucus. General McKaig 
was openly vexed and did not hesitate 
to say that be thought an irresarable 
mistake was being made. Col. Baugh- 
mah was also angy. 

FOR GENUINE TARIFF REFORM. 


He bad made all arrangements to 
leave the convention this morning on the 
11 o’clock train but a few minutes be- 
fore the train left the leaders of the oth- 
er side agreed to accept the Frederick 
county resolutions. The Col. was imme- 
diately placated and his valise sent back 
to the hotel. 

Two events contributed to this change 
of front. One was the position taken by 
the Montgomery county delegation. 
They demanded thatthe resolutions 
should be reconsidered and they be giv- 
en a say, and declared that Montgomery 
county couldn’t be carried for the dem- 
ocrats unless the administration's tariff 
policy were positively endorsed. This 
scared Gen. Kyd Douglas and the others. 
In addition Col. Schley and the Frede- 
rick county people were working vigor- 
ously, so the Gormanites avandoned 
position and adopted the Frederick coun- 
ty resolutions, thereby averting consid- 
erable trouble. 

These are the resolutions adopted 
“Be it resolved by the Democrats of the 
Sixth Congressional district, in conven- 
tion assembled, that we hereby reiterate 
our devotion tothe platform of the Dem- 
ocratic party adopted at its National Con- 
vention held at Chicago in 1892, and 
particularly set forth. We reaffrm espec- 
isly the tariff plank, which declares ‘we 
denounce Republican protection as sa 
fraud and & robbery of the great major- 
ity of the American people for the beni- 
fit of the few.’ 

“We declare it to be a fundamental 
principal of the Democratic party that 
the Federal Government bas no consti- 
totional power to impose and collect 
tariff duties except for the purpose of a 
revenue only, and we demand thatthe 
colléction of such taxes shall be limited 
to the necessities of the Government, 
honestly and economically administered 

A BARRIER TO PROTECTION, 


“We accept the tariff bill as passed in 
the eame spiiit in which it was accept- 
ed by President Cleveland and the 
House of Representatives, as a vast im- 
proyement upon the existing conditions 
and as a measure that will lighten the 
tariff burdens that now rest heavily up- 
on the people. It not only erects.a bar- 
rier against the return of protection, 
but furnishes a vantage ground from 
which may he better waged further ag- 
gressive operations against protectiye 
monopolies and goyernmental favori- 
tism,and we pledge ourselves to carry 
foward from this vantage ground the 
great battle of tariff reform until tariff 
legislation is freed from all suspicion of 
control by trosts and monopolies; until 
relief is given to an overtaxed people, 
and until the pledges of the Democratic 
party are wholly redeemed. 

MR. CLEVILAND INDORSED, 

“We heartily indorse the present Dem- 
ocratic administration, and especially 
the action of President Cleveland in 
striving honestly and courageously to 
redeem the pledges of the party and 
meet the expectation of the people. 

“We commend the Democratic Con- 
gress for having swept from the statute 
books the „obnoxious Federal election 
lawe, administrated for the purpose of 
promoting by ſtaud and violence the in- 
teresta of the Republican party, and the 
viciovs and obnoxious McKinley bill.

After a certain time had elapsed the 
body was swathed in lawn fillets, which 
‘were glued together with a kind of thin 
gum, and then crusted over with costly 
perfumes. By this mode of embalming 
the shape of the body, the lineaments 
of the face, the eycbrows and eyclashes 
were preserved in their natural perfec- 
tion. Bodies thus embalmed are what 
‘we now call Egyptian mummies.—Phil- 
adelphia Times.

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FIRST TRANSATLANTIC STEAMER. 


She Was an American Vessel Using Both 
P Sails and Steam, 

The first steamer to cross the Atlantio 
was an American vessel called the Sa- 
vannah. She was asteamship, and used 
both sails and steam, and was built by 
Crocker & Fickett at Corlear’s Hook in 
New York city. The present belief is 
that she was built by a party of capital- 
ists who intended to sell ber to some 
foreign monarch. She was commanded 
by Captain Moses Rogers and was a 
ship rigged vessel of nearly 400 tons. 
She had a horizontal engine, which was 
placed between her decks, and ber boil- 
ern were in the lower hold. 

It is generally admitted that the Ss- 
vannah sailed from New York in 1819, 
going to Savannah, her namesake, in 
beven days, four of which she used 
steam. There she was chartered by the 
city corporation to go to Charleston to 
take President Monroe, who was then 
traveling through the states on a pleas 
ure excursion. He failed to accept the 
invitation, and the boat returned to Sa- 
vannah. After remaining at this port 
for some days and taking out parties 
of curiosity as well as pleasure seekers 
the Savannah sailed for Liverpool, 
reaching it after a voyage of 18 days, 
seven of which were made under steam.

Everything found all right, however, 
the Savannah was allowed to proceed 
on her way, and thousands of people 
greeted her as she steamed up the Mer- 
sey to Liverpool with the American 
fing flying at her head. The Savannah 
then made a trip to Copenhagen, Cron- 
stadt and St. Petersburg and then re- 
turned to this country, where she was 
relieved of her steam apparatus and 
for many years ran as a packet be 
New York and Savannah, fiually g Tag 
ashore and breaking up on Long Island, 
The Savannah was, of course, a pide 
wheeler, and as it was impossible to 
carry a sufficient supply of fuel in her 
to keep up steam ona long voyage her 
wheels were removed during good sail- 
ing weather and canvas substituted, 
The king of Sweden wanted to buy the 
boat when it was abroad, but the deal 
went through. Now, those are the facts 
about the first steamship that ever cross- 
ed the ‘Atlantic occan.—Washington 
Star.

Aon — Franklin and the Flies—Work the 
Heart Does—Recent Experimest In the 
Partial Vegetarian System, 


Among the various fautastic theories 
for prolonging life one of * 
lar at the aud of the eighteenth century 
was what was called ‘‘retarding vital 
consumption.’’ Maupertuis fancied that 
à complete-anspension of vital activity, 
a sort of Rip Van sleep, might 
be produced so ag to check self consump 
tions Bodies in this state could be laid 
away and then resuscitated after a lapse 
of two or three centuries. Benjamin 
Franklin even, while living in France, 
seems to have had faith in this One 
day he received some bottles of wine 
from Virginia. In one of them—only 
one —were a few dead flies, which the 
great philosopher resolved to utilize in 
an t. The month was July, 
and these imported flies, which had 
been on a spree in Virginia, had fallen 
into the native wine and had been in 
this state shipped to France, where they 
were exposed to the heat of the French 
sun. Three hours passed, and the winged 
Virginians came to life after an appar- 
ent death of many weeks. At first a 
sort of convulsive movement seized 
them. They began then to use their 
legs, walked around awhile, and seem- 
ing to be aware that they were in 
France immediately concluded to make 
their toilet by rubbing their eyes with 
their fore feet, using their hind legs to 
smooth out their wings. They then flew 
away to associate with Paris flies 
Franklin wrote of the incident: 

Since by such a complete suspension 
of all internal as well as external con- 
sumption it is possible to produce a 
pause of life and at the same time to 
preserve the vital principle, might not 
such a process be employed in regard to 
man? I can imagine no greater pleasure 
than to cause myself to be immersed, 
along with a few good friends, in wine 
and to be again called back to life at the 
end of 50 or more years by the genial 
solar rays of my native country, only 
that I may see what improvement the 
state has made and what changes time 
has brought with it. 

It was once thought that people died 
from lack of what physicians called 
the vital principle. It isa phrase that 
has a fine, vague, mysterions sound, but 
it really means little or nothing. Or, in 
other words, it is now conceded that 
death comes from disintegration, very 
gradual often, it is true, in all the bod- 
ily organs, brought abont by the all im- 
portant blood being blocked up by ac- 
cretions which close the channels lead- 
ing from the heart. Most magnificent 
and most Wonderful muscle as the 
human heart is, it may get clogged in 
such a way by the earthy salts in the 
blood as to be unable to perform its reg- 
ular functions. Then the life fluid can- 
not be kept in proper circulation. Al- 
lowing 69 or 70 pulsations of the heart 
—the usual average—every minute, one 
person has 100,000 heart beats in the 
space of oncday. Thiamesgns, of course, 
that tho heart nud arteries are contracted 
with such power as to keep 50 or 60 
pounds of blood in healthy movement. 
Really it is a wonder that one does not 
wear out long hefore he usually does 
And it forces $ new kind of admira- 
tion from the thinking man when he 
sees for tho first time a human being 
who has lasted 100 or 115 years, and 
whose heart is still going on after all 
this enoromus expenditure of force. The 
eyes, ears and stomach all have a rest, 
but the heart keeps on through waking 
hours as well as through sleep. Pauses 
between the beats are all the vacation it 
gets, which seems to be really no rest at 
all. When one does not dream, even the 
brain seems to sleep, or at least it gives 
peace and quiet. 

Much has been written and talked 
about vegetarianism in relation to health 
and its effect on long life It is not 
claimed, however, by its strict advo- 
cates that any of the great number of 
people who have lived to be 100 years 
and over were yegetarians In fact, 
most of these centenarians seem to have 
lived just like common folk who die at 
40 or 50. If they had only taken care of 
themselves and kept their blood in good 
condition, there is no telling but 200 
years may have been scored as easily ss 
100. Natural advantages being so great, 
as shown by what they did do, a vague 
sadness overboomes the social philosopher 
when he thinks of what they might have 
accomplished under more favorable con- 
ditions for the success of the experiment. 

As to the admitted advantages of a 


partial vegetarian system of living, M. 


Francisque Sarcey, the famous French 
critic, has been trxing it, and in a com- 
munication to one of the Parisian jour - 
nals gives his experience. Since April, 
1893, he has touched no meat. In Au- 
gust ol the same year he reports that he 
is only ‘‘a moderate vegetarian’’—that 
is, he only eschews meat and admits 
eggs, cheese, butter, milk and fish to his 
regimen. Contrary to the expectations 
of both himself and friends, he finds 
that he is in much more vigorous health 
and in better working condition under 
the influence of his new menu than be- 
fore. At first he naturally felt hungry 
an hour or two after eating, but after a 
fortnight the fiesh craving passed away, 
and now he not only eata at the same 
hours às before, but consumes much less 
food. The advantages of the system are 
Jescribed by him as most remarkable. 
Gis mind is clearer, and he feels more 
disposed for work. He is no longer 
aleepy after meals, his brain is fresher, 
his limbs more elastic, and, more aston-

Municipal housekeeping as a science 
and an art evolved out ot the conditions 
pf life prevailing in the last half of 
this century can be observed to better 
ndvantage in Germany than in any oth- 
ir country. It is true that the German 
cities haye been somewhat tardy in pro- 
riding themselves with modern conven- 
fences and improvements, but now hav 

g fairly entered upon the task they 
are accomplishing it in a more system- 
atic, thorough and businesslike way 
than any other cities, whether in Eu- 
rope, America or Australia. 

To this work of modern improve- 
ment, especially in public appoint- 
ments, the Germans seem to bave 
brought more of the scientific spirit and 
method than any other people. Their 
habits of thoroughness in research and 
of patient, exhaustive treatment of any 
subject in hand have fally characterized 

ir progress in the arts of civilized 
ife. Above all, the Germans had already 
developed a system of public adminis- 
tration more economical and more in- 
fallibly effective than could have been 
found elsewhere, and they were prepar- 
ed when the growth of their cities and 
the new demand for modern improve- 
ments made necessary a great increase 
in the number and variety of public 
functions to do in the best possible way 
whatever it wns decided to undertake 
So confident were thcy indeed in the 
efficiency of their administrative organ- 
ization that they dared to assign to the 
municipalities spheres of action which 
elsewhere have been left to private ef- 
fort and control. 

Municipal councilors in Germany are, 
as a rule, very exvellent citizens, It is 
considered a high honor to be elected to 
the council. Membership is a title of 
dignity that merchants, professional 
men and scholars are usually eager to 
hold. No salaries are paid to the coun- 
cilors, and a penalty is attached to re- 
fusal to serve if elected. The sentiment 
toward these positions is much the same 
in Germany as in Great Britain, though 
stronger with men of high education 
in German than in British towns. The 
re-election of good councilors term after 
term is common in both countries, It 
‘would be difficult to estimate fairly the 
influence of the class system in Prussia 
‘upon the character of city councils as 
‘regards their conservatism, intelligence 
and business ability. Undoubtedly the 
recent growth of the social democracy 
would have a sharper inuflence upon 
the city councils if the class system 
were abolished and if the municipq: 
franchise were made identical with the 
simple manhood suffrage that exists for 
purposes of representation in the im- 
perial legislature—the reichstag. 

| In addition to the magistracy and the 
‘council, there is in Berlin a body of 
about 75 so called ‘‘citizen deputies,” 
who are selected by the canncil for thois. 
general Ntmess to serve as associates on 
‘committees charged with the oversight 
‘ot various municipal interests, such as 
parks, schools, the care of the poor and 
the sanitary services. They have no 
authority to vote in the council, but 
ithey illustrate, at the center of admin- 
istration, the excellent practice which 
‘is followed throughout the entire rami- 
fication of German city government, of 
enlisting the co-operation of unofficial 
citizens in managing the ordinary con- 
‘cerns of the community. 

The burgomaster and magistrates are 
the most highly trained experts that a 
German city can secure. The 
ter is an expert in the general art of 
municipal administration. Associated 
with him in the magisterial council are 
experts in law, experta in finance, ex- 
perts in education to administer the 
schools, experts in engineering to over- 
see public works of every character, ex- 
perta in sanitary science, experts in pub- 
lio charity, experts in forestry and park 
management, experta in the technical 
and business management of water and 
gas supplies, and so on. 

The analogy would not be perfect, 
but it would answer roughly to compare 
the governmental structure of a German 
city with that of a railway corporation, 
in which the board of directors, chosen 
by the stockholders, appoint a general 
superintendent or manager, a general 
passenger agent, a general freight agent, 
a chief legal officer, a chief engineer, a 
superintendent of motive power and 
other general officers and leave to these 
high salaried experts, drawn from the 
service of various other transportation 
companies, almost the entire manage- 
ment and operation of the road. The 
shareholders represent the voters of Ber- 
lin, let us say, the board of directors 
are the municipal council, the general 
superintendent is the chief burgomaster, 
and the general officers at the head of 
departments are the magistrates. 

The magistratsratb, or stadtrath, of 
a German city is, then, a body of dis- 
tinguished and honored, highly paid, 
professional, expert employees and not 
a body of citizen representatives, al- 
‘though experienced members of the body 
lof citizen representatives may be, and 
not infrequently are, promoted to mem- 
bership in the magistratsrath. The pro-

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3 MARKED ALIKE, 
A Weird Story of Two Men Whose Singular 
Wounds Were the Same, 

“I am not a believer in ghosts, rein- 
carnations or the supernatural in any 
shape, but I had a singular experience

Experts in handwriting say that all 
the people of a single generation write 
alike, aud it is well known that most 
French handwriting has a strong family 
likeness to the eyes of others than 
Frenchmen. Nearly all Chinamen of 
the wasbhouse class look alike tosuper- 
ficial observers, and persons unaccus- 
tomed to colored persons find difficulty 
in distinguishing one from another. 

It needs, however, a comparison of 
two or three family photograph albums 
of 20 or 30 years ago to convince men 
and women of today that there arestrik- 
ing superficial likenesses running 
through Americans of a given genera- 
tion.

THE PEAR MIDGE. 


The Damage Done by This Pest and the 
Best Way to Hold It In Check. 

The pear midge ia one of the insecta 
which have been introduced into the 
United States within recent years and 
are causing a good deal of injury in the 
eastern states. 

The adult Insect or fly is described as 
much resembling a diminutive mosqui- 
to. It makes its appearance very early 
in the season before the pear blossoms 
open. The female deposits her eggs in 
the latter by piercing the petals or the 
calyx. The midge larve hve on the 
substance of the pear tissue, destroying 
the seed and checking the growth of the 
fruit, which decays und drops in early 
summer. Our illustration shows a sound 
young pear and one deformed by the pear 
midge larve. . — : 

The great difflonlty encountered in 
fighting this insect lies in the fact that 
there is no period at which it is within 
reach of ordinary insecticides. The eggs 
are laid in the bud before it opens, and 
the young larvz get into the heart of 
the fruit before it is fully formed. The 
adult fly does not feed and is hence be- 
yond our reach. It is only after the in- 
jary is done that the insect goes under- 
ground and within reach of destructive 
agencies. : 

As a preventive measure it is recom- 
mended that the trees be examined as 
soon as the pears are well set and that 
every infested or suspected pear be 
picked off and completely destroyed, 
while if an orchard is generally infested 
the following practice is recommended. 

Cultivate as usual, or if the orchard 
is in grass or clover plow under after 
June 15 as soon as may be. Top dress 
with kainit 1, 000 pounds to the acre to 
benefit trees as well as to kill the in- 
sects, As soon as proper, say early in 
August, sow crimson clover. This will 
use up the potash not required by the 
fruit trees and will store nitrogen as 
well as occnpy the “ground. Early the 
following spring turn this sod under as 
deeply as may be proper. It should be 
done before the pear buds are developed 
in order to head off and destroy any 
midges then in the pupa state near the 
surface of the soil. This practice is at

TREASURER HILL IN TROUBLE. 
The grand jury of Howard county bas 
been in session for the past two weeks 
for the purpose of investigating the 
charges against J. E. Hill, for misappro- 
priating the school funds and for neg- 
leet of duty while in office. Mr. Hill ab- 
sconded when the investigation began 
and took bis Docks with him, but was 
arrested last Tuesday. Says the Balto. 
Sun of Wednesday: 
“Jobn Emory Hill,exsminer, secretary 


and treasurer of the Howard county 


school board, came into Ellicott City on 
the 2 o'clock train this afternoon, and 
as he stepped from the cars was arrested 
by sheriff Gilbert E. Fowler on s bench 
warrant. The writ had been in the 
bands of the sheriff since Monday, when 
Hill was presented by the grand Jury 
for alleged u of official duty. At 
the adjournment of the conrt ‘today he 
appeared at the clerk's desk with Edwin 
Warfield. of Baltimore whose recogni- 
tance was gecepted'for the appearanceof 
Mr. Hill in court from day to day, the 
penalty having been fixed by Judges 
Jones and Revell in the sum of $1,000. 

Mr. Warfield accompanied. Mr. Hill 
from the train, the only other person in 
the party besides the sheriff being Mr. 
Joshua N. Warfield. Mr. Hill carried 
with hima bundle of books. The court 
took no action upon the attachment for 
Hill issued last week, nor was anything 
done with the subpena duces tecum, re- 
quiring him to produce his books of ac- 
counts as treasurer of the school board 
before the grand jury. Both these mat- 
ters are expected to come up Wednesday. 
Mr. Hill remaining meanwhile in the 
custody of the sheriff under the attach- 
ment, State's attorney McGuire says 
the bond of the Fidelity Company given 
as surety for Treasurer Hilt will hold 


The bundle of books which the treas- 
urer brought with him was left in his 
office. Whether or not they are all of 
his books could not be ascertained. It is 
stated that the conrt will tomorrow 
morning hear what excuse he has to of- 
fer, if any, for absenting himself after 
having been summoned to appear at the 
call of the grand jury. The penalty for 
this offense, which is contempt of court 
may be fine or imprisonment. or both, in 
the discretion of the court. Neglect of 
official duty is also an offense punisha- 
ble in the same way. 

Treasurer Hill states that he came to 
Ellicott City to surrender his books and 
is prepared to hand them over to the 
grand jury tomorrow morning. He 
further states that sickness has pre- 
rented his attendance upon the sessions 
of court from day today. He left Ellicot 
city on Monday night, September 10th. 

If the grand jury can proceed with the 
investigation without farther hindrance 
the work may be finished in two or 
three days, Mr. John T. Thompson, the 
former school examiner and treasurer, 
and the Rev. Dr. Henry Branch, “pastor 
of the Presbyterian church of Ellicott 
City, will go over the accounts and 
vouchers with the jury and perform oth- 
er clericai duties to expedite the work, 
which has already been long delayed by 
obstructions putin ths way of getting at 
the books of the school board. 

Political influences, it has been cbarg- 
ed. were at work to eet at naught the in- 
vestigation, but the determination of the 
grand jury as manifested in its present 
lengthy session has reassured the public 
mind on that score.”

Improved Trade. 

Dun's Review of September 15, admits 
thatin the past week “business has met 
no set-back,” but “ continues larger than 
early in August and larger than a year 
ago.” There are various signs mention- 
ed as indicating improved business. 
More commercial paper, for example, is 
ofiered, the Western demand for money 
increases, the iron manufacture “greatly 
expands” its output, shipment of shoes 
continue large and cotton go de still ad- 
vance. Though disposed, apparently, to 
minimize the sigð of improvement, 
Dun's is nevertheless able to see the 
gratifying change that has taken place. 
Bradstreet's, though similary disposed, 
admits that “customs receipts are well 
sustained and internal revenue receipts 
have kept up better than was anticipa- 
ted. Moreover, the receipts have been 
in excess of expenditures, a feature 
which has been a rariety in treasury sta- 
tistics for some time past.” It is noted 
also that .railroad earnings for August 
shows a small increase over those of the 
same month last year. “The Southern 
group of railroads,” says Bradstreet’s, 
‘leads in point of aggregate increase, be- 
ing 102 per cent. in that section.” The 
Financial Chronicle dwells with satisfac- 
tion upon the increased output of iron 
furnaces. In October, 1893, the fur- 
paces in blast were 144, witha weekly 
enpacity of 73,895 tons. On eptember 1, 
1804, there were 171 fornaces in blast, 
with a weekly capacity of 151,113 tons, 
the maximum capacity heretofore re- 
ported—March, 1892—being 193,902 tons. 
Stocks of pig are also declining. These 
are all favorable signs.—Balto. San.

ocracy would certainly be beaten this 
fall unless a candidate was named who 
would be acceptable to both factions.

HOW SLATE IS MINED. 


The Wonderful Skil! of the Workmen Who 
Cut It Up. 

The manner in which slate is mined 
and cnt up for purposes to which it is 
applied is a process that is known to 
only a few people in this country, its 
principal sources being in upper New 
England and eastern Pennsylvania It 
is not taken out of shafts, but it is quar- 
ried out of big holes in the earth. Some 
time ago, when the writer was at Ban- 
gor, Pa., he was invited to go down 
into one of these quarries, about 200 
feet deep and overhand on a rope, but 
he declined the invitation, as I think 
most inexperienced persons would do, 
The slate is blasted ont in huge blocks 
and is hoisted ont by steam and turned 
over to the men who know how to re- 
duce it to the proper size. Huge blocks 
of it are taken in hand by these work- 
men, who cut a notch into one end of 
each piece. Then they take a chisel and 
a mallet, and they are so skillful in di- 
recting their blows that they can split 
the blocks of slate in almost any way 
they please. If you watch the slab on 
which one of them is working, you will 
see a little hair line rnnning through it, 
and presently the block will fall apart 
on either side of this mark. The work- 
men will make this line go straight 
through the middle, or to either corner 
just as he likes. I donot know just how 
he does it, but he inyariably acoom- 
plishes what he seta out to do. 

The smaller pieces thus produced are 
taken in hand by avother set of men, 
who split them up into sheets of the 
proper thickness for roofing slate. This 
they do with a long bladed instrument 
about the shape of a putty knife, but 
many times larger, and if you saw 
them do it yon would marvel how they 
got the sheets only one inch thick and 
split it 82 times. The usual number of 
divisions is 16. These sheets are taken 
and cut into squares by machinery. 

Wherever there are slate quarries you 
will find a great many Welshmen, for 
the best slaters come from Wales. Boys 
follow the trade of their fathers, and 
there are whole families and settlements 
who know no other means of earning a 
living. —NeweYork Advertiser. 


The Loon as a Dodger. 

There is no denying that all the loons 
ever hatched up to date have been 
“artful dodgers’’ in superlative degree. 
The question is often raised whether 
they are quick enough to dodge a bullet. 
I once had a guide who drew a distino- 
tion quite too fine, as I thought. He 
claimed that a loon could see the flash of 
a percussion cap at the breech of a muz- 
gle loading piece and could dodge, but 
admitted that, with the rifle loaded like 
all modern ones, at the breech, no loon 
could escape a shot rightly aimed. Far 
my part, I do not believe the interval ot 
time between the fire at the two ends of 
the barrel to be measurable by eyes of 
birds or men or anything short of a 
chronograph. 

As to the question, however, it is 
possible to reason with tolerable confi- 
dence. We know the speed of a rifle 
bullet. Call it 1,400 fect a second. Im- 
agine your loon at that distance or 
nearer. Then reflect how slowly a bird’ 
bead must move to use up more than a 
second in dropping a few inches unde: 
water. Gravity alone would carry it 
farther than that. It is easy to believe 
that if the wary bird happens to be look 
ing toward the hunter the rifle flash 
suggests danger. A half second would 
give ample t. me to dodge, provided the 
action began promptly. It is safe to u 
that it takes a loon’s weight in lead tc 
kill him, and we may call it settled 
that, if a loon does not dodge a bullet, 
at least the lead gocs down in the same 
hole in the water.—Bostan Transcript.

At the Opesiog of the Campaigs at Oris- 
field Be States Hiis Position. 
“Born as I was on an Eastern Shore 
farm, reared among the tillers of the soil, 
having from my infancy a genuine sym- 
pathy with the stardy yeomen of my 


orers and mechanics of the first congres- 
sional district of Maryland in this their 
great struggle with the pampered and 
protected Interests of the country than 
to serve for a lifetime as the repreeenta- 
tive of the richest mining or manufactur- 
ing district in the land. When I consid- 
er the crisis in American history through 
which we are passing, the great struggle 
which the democratic party has begun, 
but only begun, for relief from corporate 
greed, for the overthrow of paternalism, 
for equal justice and equal rights for the 
great middle classes of the republic, for 
the industrial emancipation of a nation 
whose wheels of progress have been 
clogged by the selfishness of a class, for 
whose benefit legislation bas been main- 
ly. directed for more than a quarter of a 
century, I deem it the highest privilege 
attaching to American citizenship to be 
called upon to take a position among the 
vanguard of any army whose battles will 
not cease until protection’s ramparts 
shall have been tern down and destroyed 
in every corner of the land, until free 
trade and a broader field for American 
genius and labor shall be no longer a 
bugabeo doctrine to the trimming “statee- 
man,” and a red flag to the unthinking 
in the bands of the political demagogue, 
but a blessed condition not now hailed 
asa coming boon, but cherished as a 
magnificent reality.” 

Mr. Miles further said: “Considering 
the conditions that surround me I deem 
a declaration of my political principles 
important, if not I desire to 
conceal nothing from The peoplé touch- 
ing my position upon the great questions 
that so vitally interest the people and 
have stirred the democratic party in 
Congress and in every section of the 
country. I am proud to affirm, with 
President Cleveland, ‘I am a member of 
tbat great political organization known 
as the democratic party.’ I have an abid- 
ing faith in its unselfiahness,its sincerity 
and its partiality for the weak and op- 
pressed ofthe land. I believe the great 
heart of the democracy throbs ever anon 
with patriotic impulses. The Democra- 
tit candidates, stand for democratic 
principles,and in order that I may be 
more specifically understood I here and 
now declare I am in favorof free raw ma- 
terials and only such duties on manufac- 
tured goods as may be necessary to con- 
duct the government honestly and econ- 
omically administerted. I believe the 
Wilson bill as it passed the House of 
Representatives more nearly represents 
democratic principles and platform 
pledges than the bill finally passed by 
both houses of Congress, for the reason 
that I betieve the bill framed by the 
great Weot Virginia commoner conced- 
nothing to theselfishness and greed of 
corporations, trusts and protected inter- 
ests, but was purely and simply a reve- 
nue measure, while the bill known as 
the Senate bill, in some of its schedules 
at least, concedes something to protec- 
tion forthe sake of protection. With 
this latter theory of tariff legislation 1 
bave no sympathy, and to it I here and 
now declare my unalterable opposition. 
Iam in favor of the admission of coal 
and iron ore free of duty, because with 
President Cleveland I believe in the 
necessity of free raw material as the foun- 
dation of logical tariff and I do 
not belleve the ravenue from 
the imposition of the duty on those arti- 
cles justifies the tax upon the people.” 


Euglish Birds of Song. 


In round numbers the chief song birds 
of England amount to about 25, among 
which the nightingale reigna chief and 
supreme, It iè almost impossible to 
frame any accurate table of the compar- 
ative beauty and merit of these varied 
and happy songsters, but the attempt 
bas been made by an earnest, student of 
nature, & ho devoted many years to this 
one express subject, and some of bis 
notes are of curious interest. $ 

At the bead of the whole list stands 
the sweet bird of night, for mellownees 
of tone, compass of execution, and an in- 
born plaintiveness of melody which is 
almost wholly his own. Pre-eminent 
too, among the beauties of its ewn strain 
is its infinite variety, as many as 16 dif- 
ferent beginnings and closes have been 
noted in the song of a single bird. Be- 
ginning like many a famous master of el- 
oquencé, in a sound of infinite and ten- 
der softness, he gradually breaks into 
deeper and fuller expression, reserving 
all his strength as if for some sudden 
touches of passion and delight, and then 
dying away into a fine and delicate 
thread of such exquisite sweetnesss as to 
pierce the very heart. 

In the calm stillness ofs summer even- 
ing this dainty note may be heard 
through halfa mile of silent woodland. 
Next to the nightingale comes the three 
bappy singere—the skylark; woodlark 
and titlark—each having a special ex- 
cellency of his own, the two latter sing- 
ing both while on the wing and when 
at rest, their song being fall of sweetness, 
variety and swift changes, and the frst 
surpassing even the nightingale in the 
rapid snatcbes of aprightly joy with 
which he-risés up toward the blue ether. 

And ever rissng, wins bis liquid way. 


Then follow the whole throng of finch- 
es, beaded by the linnet, who stands 
fifth on the entire list, and carried off

THE PIONEER PAPER. 
STORY OF THE FIRST NEWSPAPER I8- 
SUED IN CALIFORNIA, 

ana er . 

An Old Philadelphian Was the Mginapring 
Under_Grest Dif¥culties—A Member of | 
the Original Staf Honored In Monterey. 
The only living member of the origi- 

nal staff of the first newspaper. ever 

printed in California resides about fiye 
miles from the city of Monterey, in the 

Carmel valley. His name is Swan, and 

every one him Pioneer Swan, 

partly to please him and partly because 
he deserves the title Few men are in- 
teresting at 86, bat Pioneer is still 
bright and clear in his memory and not 
entirely without ambition. H von ask 
him, he will tefl you, with evident rel- 
ish, about some highly interesting inter- 

views of his reportorial days, i 
The small beginnings of this first 

newspaper in California are quite curi- 

ous as related by Swan. The original 
press was imported from Spain by Jose 

Figueroa, the sixth governor of Califor- 

nia under Maxican rule Figueroa, 

whose term of office expired in 1835, 

imported the press with the intention of 

printing his official reports. His guber- 
natorial career, however, was brief and 
stormy, and he never fonnd time to col- 
lect his materials, much less print his 
reports, so the machine was consigned 
to a storerocom in the old cuartel, which 
was the Mexican soldiers’ barracks in 

Monterey. There it lay, together with 

a keg of ink, corcred with rubbish and 

undistürbed, until 1846. i 
This was the year when Colton be 

came alcalde, and with the character- 
istic American restlessness commenced 
to stir things up in the sleepy old town. 
The first thing that he did was to com- 
mence an investigation of all the gov- 
ernment property. Among this proper- 
ty was the cuartel, and here he found 
the old press. Being a man of literary 
tastes and some experience, he decided 
to start a newspaper and utilize his dis- 
covery. First, he selecterdl a partner, 
Robert Semple, and then began a search 
for the requisite materials. There were 
ink and press, but the ingenuity of the 
pair was taxed to restore the rules and 
leads, which hañ become separated from 
the press and lost during ita years of 
idleness. 

In Colton’s diary there is a descrip- 
tion of the paper. Under the date af 
Aug. 15, 1846, bo writes: Today the 
first newspaper ever published in Cali- 
fornia made its appearancce. The hon - 
or, if such it may be, of writing the 
prospectus falls to me. It is to be issued 
every Saturday and is published by 
Semple & Colton. 

Little did I think when I relin- 
quished the editorship of The North 
American, in Philadelphia, that my 
next feat in this line would Le off here 
iu Galifornia 

Mx partner, Semple, is an emigrant 
from Kentucky, who stands 6 feet 8 
inches in his stockings. He wears a 
buckskin dress, a foxskin cap, is true 
with his rifle, ready with his pen and 
quick at the type case. 

“He created the materials of our office 
out of a chaos of a mall concern which 
Jose Figueroa intended to use in print- 
ing official reports. 

The press is old enough to be pre- 
served as a curiosity. The mice had 
burrowed in the balls, there were no 
rules nor leads, and the types were 
rusty and all in pi. It was only by 
scouring that the letters could be madu 
to show their faces. With a jackknife 
we cut a piece of tin into leads and 
rules. Luckily we found with the press 
part of a keg of ink, and now camp the 
main scratch for paper. None could be 
found, except what is used to envelop 
the tobacco used by the natives. A 
coaster which was lying in the bay had 
a small amount on hoard, which we pro- 
cured. The sheets were a trifle larger 
than foolscup. A crowd was waiting 
when the first sheet was thrown from 
There was a good deal of ex- 
citement. Never was a bank run upon 
harder, not, however, by people with 
paper to get specie, but just the reverse. 

The paper was first printed half in 
English avd half in Spanish to accom- 
modate the Monterey public. Another 
difficulty the original proprictors had to 
overcome in setting the type for the 
English portion of thé paper was the 
lack of the letter W. as the Spanish 
type did not contain it A W was 
constructed by using two V' In 
May, 1847, the paper was moved to San 
Francisco, where it was published for 
many years under the name of The Alta 
California. 

Since ending his newspaper career 
Pioneer“ Swan has been a rancher in 
a small way in Carmel valley. He has 
many Visitors, althongh his location is 
somewhat remote, and he is very deaf. 
On his quarterly visits to Monterey he 
is invariably the recipient of considera- 
ble attention, and his rnsty old. hat, 
with its staring inscription of ‘‘Pioneer, 
1843,“ makes him known to casterncrs 
who, but for this, would see nothing in 
him except a healthy looking old man 
—San Francisco Call.

WHAT A CANNON BALL CAN DO. 


Chance Shots In the Chilean War That 
Went Through Ironclads. 

In dwelling upon the wonderful pow- 
erof the guns of the Indians, Albert 
Franklin Matthews, in an article on 
“The Evolution of a Battleship“ in 
The Contury, gives illustrations from 
the recent Chilean civil war, showing 
the effectiveness of tho smaller sizes of 
breechloading rifle guns.

Familiarity with death is apt to alter 
one’s earlier conceptions of it. Two ideas 
are very generally accepted which ex- 
perience shows to de falas. One e chat 
the dying usually fear death; and the 
other that the act of dying is accompan- 
ied by pain. R is well known to all 
physicians that when death is near its 
terrors do not seem tó be felt by the pa- 
tient. Utlesa the imagination is stima- 
isted by the frightful portrayal of the 
supposed “pangs of death.“ or of the suf- 
ferings which some believe the soul 
must endure after dissolution, itis rare 
indeed that the last days of life are piss- 
ed in dread. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
das recorded his prutest aguinet the cus- 
tom of telling a person who does not act- 
nally ask to know that he cannot Tecov- 
er. As that lo¥ing gbeerver of mankind 
asserts so mast every one know where 
he Speaks assert that people almost al- 
ways come to understand that recovery 
is impossible; it is rarely needfal to tell 
anyone that this the case. When 
nature gives the warning death appears 
to be as little feared as sleep. Most sick 


persons are very, very tired; sleep—long, 


quiet eleep—Ss what they want. I have 
seen many people die. I have never 
seen one who seemed to fear death, 
except when it was or se.med to be very 
faraway. Even those who are constant- 
ly haunted while strong and well, with 
a dread of the end of life forget their 
feara when that end is at band. 

As for the act of dying—the final pas- 
sage from life to death—it is absolutely 
without evidence that the oft-repeated 
assertiona of its painfulness are made. 
Most people are unconscious for some 
hours before they die; and in the rare 
cases where consciousness is retained 
onimpaired until a few minutes before 
the end the last seneations must be of 
perfect calm and rest. Itis worse than 
cruel to add to the natural dread of 
death which oppresses the majority of 
us while in good health the dread of dy- 
Ing.—From “In the Hospital,” by J, 
West Roosevelt, M. D., in he October 
Scribner.
